A company has been formed for 
the purpose of working the rock, and a 
factory lor making millstones is soon to be 
started. Tnere is no limit to the amount of 
rock to be obtained.

HOW LONG SHOULD WE SLEEP? 
The vital processes of man, like those of 
all his fellow-creatures, are partly con­ 
trolled by automatic tendencies. 
Some 
functions of our internal economy are too 
important to be trusted to the caprices of 
human volition ; breathing, eating, drink­ 
ing, and even love, are only semi-voluntary 
actions ; and during a period varying from 
one-fourth to two-fifths of each solar day 
the conscious activitj of the senses under­ 
goes a complete suspense : the cerebral 
workshop is closed for repairs, and the 
abused or exhausted body commits its or- 
gani*m into the healiug hands of Nature. 
Under favorable conditions eight hours of 
uudis’urbed sleep would almost suffice to 
counteract the physiological mischief of the 
sixteen waking hours. During sleep the 
organ of consciousness is at rest, and the 
energies of the system seem to be concen­ 
trated on the function of nutrition and the 
renewal of the vital energy in general ; 
sleep promotes digestion, repairs the waste 
of the muscular tissue, favors the process 
of cutaneous excretion, and renews the 
vigor of the mental faculties. The amount 
of sleep required by man is generally pro­ 
portionate to the waste of vital slrtngth, 
whether by muscular exertion, mental 
activity (or emotion), or by the process of 
rapid assimilation, as during the first years 
of growth and during the recovery from an 
exhausting disease. The weight of a new­ 
born ehild increases more rapidly than that 
of a eupeptic adult, enjoy iug a liberal diet 
after a period of starvation, aud, though 
an infant is incapable of forming abstract 
ideas, we need not doubt that the variety 
of new and bewildering impressions must 
overtask its little sensorium in a few hours. 
Nurslings should therefore be permitted to 
sleep to their full satisfaction; weakly 
babies, especially, need sleep more than 
food, and it is the safest plan never to dis­ 
turb a child’s slumber while the regularity 
of his breathing indicates theliealthfuiness 
of his repose ; there is little danger of his 
“ oversleeping” himstlf in a moderately 
warmcd, well-ventilated room. 
Never 
mind about meal-times; hunger w ill awaken 
him at the right moment, or teach him to 
make up for lost time. Three or four nurs­ 
ings in the twenty-four hours are enough. 
Dr. C. E. Page, who has marie the problem 
of infant diet his special study, believes 
that fifty per cent, of the enormous num­ 
ber of children dying under two years of 
age are killed by being coaxed to guzzle 
till they are hopelessly diseased with fatty 
degeneration.—[Dr. Felix L. Oswald.

Judge Ames was next sworn. He testifiedt 
that tho- prisoner White was a boy ; he be­ 
lieved in Iris reformation ; Sheriff Meacy waa 
an old friend of the family ; when lie found 
him in tho-house so early in the morning he 
believed that it was an impeachment ; f.-lt 
offended ut the manner in which the arrest 
had baen made ; wa* told I y Sheriff Meany 
that the original of the warrant against White 
was lost, and that service was made by a copy 
of the warrant; prior to this transaction had 
made arrangements with John D. Spreckle» 
to have the boy Y\ hite taken to-the Sandwich 
Islands, and had secured employment for the 
boy in the islands, and had arranged for his 
pissage thither; the District Attorney of 
Merced county had dismissed the indictment 
against the boy, who subsequently went to 
the Sandwich Islands and secured employ­ 
ment. Judge Ames here read letters from 
the boy, showing that shortly after he was 
engaged in employment old convicts from San 
Quentin Prisen began a process of bla kmail 
upon him. lie had been driven out of the 
islands by the persecution of the ex-convicts, 
and as a place of greater security from their 
persecutions had gone to Manila. 
Judge Ames spoke very feeling’y on the 
subject, and in reading the letteisof tho ioy- 
White, was strongly moved with emotion. 
A BPfiJHBR’s EVIDENCE. 
Robert Warden, a butcher, testified : liad 
a contract for furnishing meat for the prison 
up to the 1st of this month ; the successful 
bidder at the beginning of this motto failed 
to execute the neces*ary bonds, whereupou 
the Directors instructed him to proceed with 
bis contract for furnishing meat; bad fur- 
nisbed what was called the first quality of 
meat, but not prime beef; deriul having 
purchased beef cattle of an inf-.rijr quality. 
A thorough examination of the manner in 
which beef was furnished, and of its quality, 
was entered into, resulting in a general de­ 
nial of the charges heretofore made. 
■ AN OFFICER ON THE STAND. 
Captain McAllister next testifie 1 : He had 
seven year.*’experience as an officer i f ti.» 
prison ; was Captain of the Yard under Gov­ 
ernors Downey and Irwin. 
The general tenor of witness’ testimony 
vindicates the existing management of the 
State Prison. His ideas were that the gen­ 
eral treatment was too lenient, as no thor­ 
ough prison discipline was p --ible without 
the application of revere punishment. Con­ 
victs were divided into two cias*e*—the reaily 
criminal, and the class who, by iea*on of ex­ 
ceptional instance.* of criminal action, were 
convicts. Witness drew a eveli-ilefii e ! dis­ 
tinction between the two clas-ts, and claimed 
that they should have separate treatment; 
dii not think the present system the best t! at 
could be devised, but believed it to be the 
best which was possible with the equipment 
of the prison ; the system as now . xi-tiug 
showed that a different system wolll 1 involve 
the construction of different cells »cd work­ 
shops ; had served five months as Captain of 
the Yard under War Jen Ames; beiieved 
him to be competent and faithful ; h.*d never 
seen him under the influence of liquor. 
TESTIMONY FOR THE DEFENSE. 
At this point Warden Ames ent-re 1 upon 
t’ne introduction of testimony for the deieme. 
Captain Edgar testified, generally contra­ 
dicting the charges that had been made by 
wi'nessfs for the prosecution. 
Other officers of the prison were called and 
testified to like denial. 
THE TRISON BOOKS. 
The Commission suspended the testimony, 
to make an examination of the manner in 
which the accounts were kept. 
Clerk Gilkyson was called by the Con mi - 
sion, and presented the books of the Com­ 
missary, and much time was spent in examin­ 
ing the same. 
During the afternoon Senator Sears at­ 
tended the meeting of the Commission, and 
took part in the inquiry and proceedings. 
The Commission adjourned until next 
Thursday.

This is a virtual abandonment of all tried in-

more hardy vines will withstand 
trie attack» of the insects on their roots 
to a greater extent, but will this be to such 
an extent as to re-establish the wine industry 
in France as a reliable business ? The vine 
lauds of Franca are already pretty generally 
full of the insects, and experience has proved 
that the removal of the vines does not destroy 
them, because it does not remove ail the focd 
they live on. 
It is impossible to remove all 
the roots of the vine from the soil, and it is 
fjund that there are always routs and root­ 
lets enough left in the soil to feed and keep 
alive and prosperous iarge numbers of the in­ 
sects for years. 
Indeed, the weaker the vine 
or 
roots from 
auy cause 
the 
more 
the 
insect 
increases 
and 
H mrishes. 
Tney 
do 
better 
on 
the 
disconnected 
roots and rootlets than when attached to 
vigorous vines. 
The proposition tf Count 
Le Marcier amounts to zbuut this : 
That it 
a poultry fancier should discover his chickens 
coveied with lice, and that they had been so 
for so long a time that their constitutions 
and vitality had become weakened, and all 
his coops and houses had become full of the 
insects, it would 
be

off 
all his present stock and replace them with a 
new kind that from m re fortunate circuir. - 
s anees or better care had not beejme lousy, 
and this without cleaning the lice out of bis 
coop?, houses and premises generally. 
The 
truth is that in this phvlloxera experience in 
France Natureis simply assertingitself against 
the neglect and cupidity of man. 
Disease 
in 
tl,a 
animal 
and vegetable 
kingdom 
always has and always will follow neglect 
and exhaustion of vitality. 
Diseases comes 
to our wheat when we continue its produo- 
tion on the same scil too long without return- 
iug to th it soil the ingredients that wheat 
extracts from that soil. 
The same way with 
corn, potatoes and any other crop. 
The 
weevils and wheat flies get the better of the 
wheat; the wire w’orms and ear worm?, the 
corn, 
and 
the 
potato 
bugs and she 
rot bsat 
" U t 
the 
potatoes. 
So 
with 
animals ; if neglected 
or not kept 
in 
a flourishing condition lice attack them and 
other diseases work upon and destroy their 
vitality. 
A mere change of kind in*wbeat or 
com or potatoes or in the breed of stock, un­ 
less the cause of the disease be removed, will 
not effect a cure of the trouble. 
So it will 
not with the grapss of France or any 
other country. The remedy must strike 
deeper 
than 
bisulphide 
of 
carbon 
or the change of vines. 
It mus' restore to the 
soil that kind of fertilizing ingredients that 
the vines have extracted from it. 
When this 
is done, and not till then, will it do any good 
to introduce more hardy- roots, and till then 
there will not be a return to France of her 
success iu wine culture.

K e c o r d - U n io n found the people of that 
place in a i.ighly prosperous condition. 
The 
residents and owners of this almost fairy lit­ 
tle city—the New England of California— 
nestling among tbs spreading trees of a 
beautiful forest, may well feel proud of their 
habitation and rejoice that their lines have 
been cast in pleasant places. The population 
is largely composed of people from the Eastern 
State?, who have brought with them the 
habits and tastes of their former homes and 
surroundings, and with these iu their new 
homes are added the beauty and attractions 
afforded by the semi-tropic growth in shrubs, 
trees and plants, with which their large ami 
well-kept yards and lawns are tastefully 
dressed and ornamented. 


HARD TIMES OF THE PAST. 
The financial depression which was expe­ 
rienced throughout California aud the coast 
a few years since was shared by Chico in 
common with her sister towns, and added to 
this the construction of the Sierra lumber 
ilume, which iloaied the wealth of lumber 
manufactured iu the mountains a distance of 
forty miles away, to tiie markets at Cnico 
and other valley joints, without use of teams 
and teamsters in transportation, rendered 
the stringency of the times far mere kemly 
lelt, by reason of depriving a portion of the 
peojde of an established lice of employment. 
Previous to the transportaticu of lumber by 
this flume stea iy employment was afforded to 
a large numb-r of terson* and teams in 
hauling 
supplies 
from 
Chico 
merchants 
aud the depot to the lumber and mining pop­ 
ulation and towns in the foothills and moun­ 
tain#, and returning with loads of lumber for 
the valley. 
Iu this manner, with loads in­ 
sured each way, profitable employment was 
afforded a large class in teaming, and the 
people and towns of both sections were 
greatly benefited by it. 
Iu addition to those 
who made it a business to engage iu teaming, 
many persons engaged in farming for nr ihs 
around Chic > were in the habit, a* soon as their 
harvesting was completed, of engaging iu team­ 
ing between these points, aud continuing until 
the season of grain-sowing in the fall, which 
greatly aided them financially, and Chico, by 
their trade, during the dull season between 
harveBt and sowing. 
The shipment of lumber by the flume at 
once shut off the opportunity of the t eamsters 
obtainiog return fieight, and this done they 
could not afford to continue their trips at 
prices which shippers could afford to pay, 
with loads only in going to the mountains, 
and therefore'this line of business,-which 
previously afforded employment and much 
financial aid to a large class, almost entirely- 
ceased. 
This change took place at a time 
when the general financial cloud of a few 
years since was hanging over the State, and 
had the effect of producing a still more strin­ 
gent state of affairs locally. 


BRIGHT SKY A FTER T H E CLOUDS. 
There is probably, however. Do portion of 
the State better endowed by the favors rf 
nature to resist and overcome such untoward 
and depressing influences than that under 
notice, for the wonderful fertility of its soil 
and it* adaptation to the growth of nearly 
every kind of cereals and of fruits which 
may be found in all parts of the State com­ 
bined, rendered it far more easy for the forces 
thus thrown out of employ to find other 
methods' and lines for obtaining livelihood 
and investments of labor and capital, in­ 
suring remunerative returns. 
Chico now 
bears full evidence, by its growth and brisk 
business appearance, of having fuliy recov­ 
ered from all drawbacks in the past, and is 
taking a leading position in the upper Sac­ 
ramento valley as a thriving and wealth-pro­ 
ducing center.

MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT— WATER SUPPLY. 
Tiie city boasts of its goon and economical 
municipal 
government. 
It consists of a 
Board of five Trusties, who R-rve without 
pav ; a Police Judge, who, for ttii* service, is 
paid t-. o nt-r month ; a Marshal, who ii aleo 
Tax-Collector and has charge of the police 
force, which consists of two night and one 
day policemen, with a salary of 875 each per 
month.

An effective water works system is in u-?, 
ana the town is amjily supplied with clear, 
pun- water pumped from two well* near the 
railroad depot. 
The wTI? are about 38 feet 
in death, and their never-failing supply i f 
, excellent, soft and cold water, which is fur­ 
! oinked at reasonable rates, form an enviable 
contrast to the river-siickens as r. beverage, 
an 1 present a se!f-addre--ing inducement to 
Washiogtonianism. The water is raised from 
the wells l y pumping works into reservoirs 
in an elevated posi ¡ n, and the necessary 
pressure is thus acquired. 
The water mams 
and pipes were originally laid with pine 
tubing l.-om I’nget Sound, but these have 
prove i unsatiBtactoiy from frequent leaking 
■md repairs, and are now 1 eing replaced with 
iron pipng. 
Greater jiressure for u«e in 
i time of lire is obtained by applying an a (ii­ 
i ! ‘Ua! pumping apparatus, which works aim- 
I liar to the Holly system—pumping the water 
i directly from the wells into the mains without 
) passing through thereseivoirs. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT— POPULATION— SCHOOLS— 
CHURCHES AND HoTKLS. 
The Fire Department consists of three fire 
companies: t’tiico Company, No. 1—a hand 
engine ; Chico Engine Company, No. 2,which 
has a steamer ; and Deluge Hom Company, 
with full set of ho e and hose cart*. 
Besides 
the hydrants an additional supply of water 
f r use in case i f fire is provided by means of 
ten large storing cisterns located at most 
available points in various psits of the town, 
and w! i.-li are kept full for this j.uriros». 
i he present population of Chico, including 
exl-nsi o s. is about 4 000. 
Ample and jeal­ 
ously guarded educational facilities are af- 
¡ forded. 
Iu addition to the graded ichools in 
the tnree public school buildings, there is also 
i- well- -tablished academy, c minuted by 
.Mr. and Mrs. Woodman, and which is very 
largely attended. 
There are four churches in the place. These 
ar> the Presbyterian, Methodist Eiiiscopal, 
M E. Church 8 u’h and Baptist. The Pres­ 
byterian church edifice is the largest, is built 
of brick, cost about 810,000, and is provided 
with a vige jiijie otgan. 
All the churches 
are wed sustained. 
T.vo iarge hotel?—the Chica and Union— 
are well patronized, with a laudable Rpirit of 
rivalry exi-ting between 
their proprietors 
n# to which shall deserve and receive the 
l ading recogidiion fur superiority of enter­ 
tainment afford- d to guest*. 


NEW BUILDINGS— FARMING INTERESTS. 
A great amount of buil iing has betn going 
on during the jiast year, both in the city ami 
the near surrounding c mntry, affording full 
employment to all mechanics, and giving evi­ 
dence of healthy growth, prosperity and ac­ 
cumulating weiltb. 
Several grain ware­ 
houses have recently been completed, and 
others are b ing erected. 
H. P. Cole, Super­ 
intendent of the Sierra Lumber Conqiany, 
has just completed two very neat residencie 
costing about 31,000 each, and William Haw­ 
kins, formerly of Sacramento, ha* just built 
one on his fatm, about one mile southwest of 
town, which cost about the same amount. 
As to the farming interests with which 
Chico is stirn unded and is the center, tha fa­ 
cilities afforded by the richness of the soil, 
and its adaptability, together with that of 
the climate for extensiveness in variety of 
jindnct, render it perhajos unequaled, cer- 
tai .ir unsurjiassed, by any other locality in 
the State. 
The farm of General Bidwell, which has 
been so frequently mentioned ond fully de­ 
scribed, anil which contains 20,000 acres, 
mostly of this excellent quality, and from the 
manner in which it is cultivated, the exten­ 
sive variety and quality of its product, may 
no doubt be safely termed 14 the model farm, 
without a successful rival.” 
Nearly all 
varieties of grain, fruits and products, and 
all kinds of stock which are grown are to be 
found on this place, and of that quality 
which is only obtained by strict attention to 
careful selection, best methods and coutinned 
improvement in all details. 
As to the atten­ 
tion paid in the line of cultivation, it may be 
remarked that upon the entire 1,108 acres of 
land occupied as orchard and vineyard upon 
this farm the ground is so frequently and 
thoroughly cultivated that bedde the thrifty 
aud luxuriant growth of tree* and vines 


bending low under thtir laden wealth of 
fruit, hardly a weed or blade of other vegeta­ 
tion is to be found. 
The other departments 
of the farm are carried on with similar exact­ 
ness. giving employment toa great number of 
employes, and rendering the extensive estate 
one of great beauty and accomplished results. 
The pay-roll of his 
employes last year 
amounted to 8'ff 000. A little Indian village, 
with about one hundred inhabitants, is seen 
upon one portion of the farm, of whom, be­ 
sides women and children, there are about 
twenty-five able-bodied natives who are fur- 
uúhed with employment. 


DIVERSIFIED FARMING AND PRODUCTS. 
As already indicated, a diversity in pro­ 
ducts is General 
Bid well’s plan of farm­ 
ing—directly contrary to the general aud 
almost exclusive practice in 
this State. 
Upon the farm are to be found all kind*<f 
grain, 
fruits, and stock in sheep, cattle, 
horses, swine, etc. 
His wheat crop the pres­ 
ent season is the smallest iu area ever raised 
upon the farm, and consists of 2,500 a-ree. j 
Some of it is very fine and will yield sixty 
bu-hels per acre, tu t the average will be 
about thirty bushels. 
This is better than the 
average, taking one year with another, upon 
the jilace, which has been about twenty-five 
bushels. 
The barley crop is medium this 
year. 
Twelve hundred acres now standing 
will average about forty or forty-five bufhels 
to the acre, with a yield of about fifty bush­ 
els to the acre in the- best portion*. 
The 
squill field of oats raised this season—about 
fifty acres—will yield about forty bushels per 
acre. 
Oats are but little grown. 
This is the 
ouly field mentioned about Chico. 
Upon the 
farm under notice Í3 100 acres of corn grow­ 
ing, which looks and promises well. 
Con­ 
trary to the general rule iu California, corn 
is quite successfully grown in this section, the 
greater moisture of the earth .and warmer 
tights being favorable. 
The yield in i .-.at 
years upon inis farm has been as high as fifty 
bushels of shelled corn to the acre, with forty 
as abcut the average. 
This is equal to a 
very good yield in the corn-growing sections 
of the East. 
BERMUDA GRASS. 
Noticing Bermuda gra*? growing upon a 
slight levee thrown up along Chico creek to 
protect the farm from overflow, and recalling 
the fret that a correspondent to the R e c o r d - 
U k io n recently advned against the planting 
of this grass upon the levees of Sacramento, 
for the reason, as was alleged, that it would 
spread beyond control and prove disastrous, 
being worthless and destructible to all other 
vegetation, the General was asked as to the 
result of his experience upan the subject. 
He replied that he regarded it as a very tuc- 
ceBsful protection to levees ; that it quickly 
forms an almost indestructible turf against 
the action of water, and as far as spreading 
is concerned, the more it spreads and covers 
the ground iu this dry country th? better. 
All kinds of stock eat it, he said, with eager­ 
ness, and it furnishes an excellent aud abund­ 
ant supply of green feed during the dry and 
wet seasons alik?, except when killed down a 
short time by fro-t in winter. 


T H E FRUIT CROP— T H E KINDS GROWN. 
There is an abundant cruja iff fruit of all 
kinds in this section, audit* quality comji.ares 
most favorably with that of any other local­ 
ity. 
Of these the greater portion are grown 
upon the farm of General Bidwell, win- has, 
as already stated. 1,100 acres in orchard*, 
vineyard and berries. 
The result of his 
many year#’ experience 
in thi* line was 
asked, and in answer to many questions was 
given as follows : 
“ I think all kinds of fruit 
grown in California flourishes iu this locality 
as well as in any jiart of the State, except 
those of the citrus fan ily. 
The trees of 
orange, lemon and lime have grown thriftily, 
but thus far have not, in this immediate lo­ 
cality, borne to any degree ( f success. 
A 
fine quality of citrus fruits, however, have 
been grown in the foothills near by. 
All 
other kinds of fruits are as successful, j.rolific 
and line in quality here, I think, as in any 
part of the State. 
The quality and flavor 
are regarded by many as being sujaerior to 
that generally found. 
. 


T H E CHOICEST VARIETIES 
Are readily grown, and yield abundantly. 
Small fruits of all kinds do equally well. As 
on example, there was picked from one 
cherry tree upon my place this year, of the 
Elton or Royal Ann variety, 900 pounds of 
fine marketable fiuit. 
Strawberries do well 
here, hut are cultivated only to a limited ex­ 
tent, fur want of a market for them, as the 
home demand Í3 but light, ai d it is mit satis­ 
factorily remunerative to ship them so far as 
Sacramento or San Francisco. Raspberries 
flourish finely, but are not exter-ive.y grown 
for the same reason. 
The black varieties 
seem to grow a little more pr lifie here, but 
probably is not quite as popular in the mar­ 
ket a- the red. 
The red berry, however, are 
tender to market, and taken upon all [joints, 
i regard the black variety—probably the 
Mammoth Clust-r—as the best for this lo­ 
cality. 
The blackberries raised in this fee- 
limi cannot be snrpassed in size or quality, 
and are great bearer?. 
1 have the Wilson’s 
L uly, Lawten and Kittatinny iqjon my 
jvace. A ll are good varieties in their season : 
the Lawton is the latest. I also cultivate the 
native blackberry, but it dses not seem to im­ 
prove by cultivatior. audits only advantage is 
that it ripen* two or ture* weeks earlier than 
the others. 
The native berry aud the Law- 
tan have the greatest acidity. 


GRAPES, RA IS IN S AN D WIN E. 
Grapes thrive and yield remarkably in this 
locality, but have not h.:en grown as ex­ 
tensively as lower in the valley. We produce 
nearly all varieties, but probably the Muscat 
of Alexandria—the real raisin-grape—is in 
most favor, and probably more grown than 
any other. 
We have made r.dsius to some 
exten‘ for the few years jia-t. and with 
medium success as to quality. This industry 
has not really been seriou-iy entered upon 
here vet. 
The only jilace near here w here the 
making of raisins ha* been th .roughly tried 
and pursued, i* at Mesilla valley, where O. 
L. Duban ha* had fine success. 
He has ma ie 
a sjiecialty of this fine, and with most satis­ 
factory and gratifying results. 
It is possible 
that his experience thus far has not secured 
completo results, aud that, those made in 
pome other portions of the State may have a 
little finer appearance, but there are none sur­ 
passing them in quality. 
As to the wine- 
grape, I have none. 
I have ceased to grow 
them, and am not aware that one produc-s 
them in this county. 
There may be a small 
amount grown 
in the southern part of 
the coun*y and a little wine made, but I think 
not enough to make it known in the mar­ 
ket.” 
FRUIT DRYING, CANNING AND SALES. 
Just now the early peach ciop—mistly 
Il de’s Early—upon the General’s mim i# a 
delightful sight. 
The trie.*, although re­ 
lieved of a portion of their fruit in the spring, 
are breaking down under their luscious load, 
and the large, red cheeks Rmong the green 
leaves form a tempting picture. 
The trouble 
i< a market f >r the crop. In addition to sup­ 
plying the local demands r.nd shipments 
made, temporary platforms of boards are seen 
all through the orchard#, am! a multitude of 
hands are cutting the peaches in halve* and 
drying them in the sun. 
The former steam 
dry house upon the place ha* been rented by 
A. F Bio d, S. A. F. J.mtH, James Rushy 
and H. T Morse, who have formed a partner­ 
ship and transformed the work? into a canning 
establishment. 
Thi* has just been completed 
and been running about two wec-kB. 
They 
manufacture their own can?, at present em­ 
ploy about twenty hands, and put up 1,500 
c.ai.8 per day. 
Thi* will be greatly increased 
a? soon as the fruit sea# >n has fully opened. 
In this manner the surplus above the local 
market and shipment* will be mostly kept 
from h ss. 
R ¡8. Middleham, of Chico, has 
a contract with the General for all the fruit 
he can market. 
Among his fhipments this 
vear was about 8,000 pounds of apricots, 40,­ 
000 pounds of cherries, 6 000 of blackberries, 
and 8 000 of peaches thus far. 
His market is 
jjrincipslly upon the west side of the Sacra­ 
mento valley, and Bluma*, Lassen and Te­ 
hama counties.

Notes from Many Sources and Many Topics 
—The Surplus Wheat Production oí 
Europe — Orange Wine—Etc. 


R e l a t i o n o f t h e N o s e t o t h e F a c e . — 
A somewhat singular fact has beeu observed 
w ith reference to the shape of the nose, or 
rather the setting of it in the face, b o to 
spegk. 
To be strictly correct, from the 
artist’s point of view, the nose should be 
accurately in the middle of the face, and 
at right angles with a line from the pupil 
of one eye to that of the other. 
As a mat­ 
ter of fact, it is rarely or never found thus 
placed ; it is almost invariably a little out 
of 44 the square,” and the fact of its being 
so is often that which lends a peculiar ex­ 
pression and piquancy to the face. A med­ 
ical writer points out that there are ana 
tomical reasons why a slight deviation from 
the true cemral line may be expected, and 
that the nose which is thus accurately 
straight between the two eyes may after 
all be considered an abnormal one ; the 
only absolutely true and correct organ be­ 
ing, in fact, that which thus deviates a 
little to the right or left.

Capital invested in a farm and managed 
with skill is more generally rewarded taan 
any other investm ent a man can make. 
In Borne portions of France, where the 
sugar beet is extensively grown, the value 
of land suitable for its culture is about 
$300 per acre. 
In experiments with sngar beets, a Ger­ 
man agriculturist has found that the ap­ 
plication of phosphoric acid in the spring 
materially increases the yield of sugar. 
A Mississippi farmer dashes cold water 
into the ear# of choking c ittls. 
This 
causes the animal to shake its head violent­ 
ly, and the muscular action dislodges the 
obstruction. 
Tbe Raleigh (X. G.) S eim notes the great 
increase in truck funning in the eastern 
part of North Carolina iu recent years, and 
predicts that this is to become the most 
important source of the future wealth of 
that section. 
Dr. Groover, an enterprising gentleman 
residing at Downey, is putting up a press, 
and will shortly bo prepared to manufac­ 
ture pure castor oil. 
The bran grows lux­ 
uriantly in all portions of the valley, and 
the new enterprise xviil encourage tnc 
farmers to go extensively into its cultiva­ 
tion. 
A gentleman who has recently traveled 
ov?r Kansas says that as a w hole the prom­ 
ise is for a fine crop. 
Farmers who became 
panic-stricken and plowed up wheat which 
looked bad cm account of the late spring 
are now cursing themselves instead ot the 
country. W heat not plowed up, but which 
looked equally as bad as that which was, 
is now growing tank aud thrifty, which is 
an excellent statement of the condition of 
the crop in this section. 
A couple of enterprising gentlemen of 
Sauta Fe are thinking of embaikmg in the 
business of raising Angora goats aud mo­ 
hair. 
The S e w M ieican says it lias often 
been predicted that the production of mo­ 
hair could be successfully prosecuted in 
this Territory, and experiments have shown 
that this is true. 
The introduction of the 
industiy would benefit ths country, and it 
is therefore to be hoped that the venture of 
the gentlemen who are about to embark, iu 
the business will prove satisfactory. 
Cork trees are now grow-ing near Mill- 
edgeville, Georgia, with the cork already 
thick enough to use. 
They oiiginated 
from acorns of the Spanish oak tree plant­ 
ed there a few years ago. 
The soil and cli­ 
mate of Georgia seem to be well adapted 
to their growth. 
It is very probable that 
large portions of the Suuth are equally 
fitted for the growth of this tree, and thus 
a new source of wealth is opened up. 
If 
the cork tree can be grown on the prairies 
of Texas, it will be of inestimable value, 
furnishing at the same time shelter, wind 
break, fuel, lumber and fencing, besides 
the bark. 
The official report of the crops of Rns- 
sia in part explains the unexpected fie­ 
man for wheat frcm Europe. 
Tne wheat 
crop of Russia i* placed at 14,100,000 
quintals, against 10,300,000 as the average 
crop, but tbe main loss w a sin rv e. 
The 
yield 13 
estimated at 32,000.000 quin­ 
tals, whereas 5$ 200,000 is an average crop, 
There was also a deficiency of 3,000,000 
quintals of barley and 9,000,000 of oat?, 
besides about 70,000,000 quintals of pota­ 
toes. 
The deficiency in rye only, for all 
Germany, 
is estimated 
at 
112,000.000 
bushels. 
Nor cau Russia supply the want, 
as usual. 
Hence a greater demand for 
American wheat. 
The indications arc many that horse- 
breeding will soon become second only' to 
cattle aud hogs oa the black soii prairies 
and in the corn and cattle counties of Illi­ 
nois. 
For some years there has been n 
constantly increasing demand for horses of 
all grades, and farmers have already sold 
themselves e o short that the unexpected 
increase of work, growing out of the par­ 
tial failure of winter wheat, has led to a 
good deal of embarrassment. 
A plow' 
team, with a man tu drive, is now engaged 
at $3 a day for the season, and for short 
jobs $3 50 to $4, and it Í3 already evident 
that many acrt s of good corn land will he 
idle for want of men and teams. 
The benefit which fowls derive from eat­ 
ing charcoal is acknowdedged. The method 
of putting it before them, however, is not 
well understood. 
Bounded charcoal is not 
in the shape in which fowls usually find 
their food, and consequently is not very 
enticing to them. 
Corn burnt on the cob 
and the refuse, which consists almost en­ 
tirely of the grains reduced to charcoal and 
still retaining their perfect shape, if placed 
before them is greedily eaten by them, and 
with a marked improvement 
in their 
health, as shown hy the bright color of 
their combs and their sooner production of 
a greater number of eggs to the flock than 
before. 
Finding myself in the midst of a bear­ 
ing orange orchard in Los Angeles county, 
and observing large quantities of the fruit 
on the ground aud unmarketable, I con­ 
cluded to manufacture a few bushels into 
wine. 
Procuring 
an 
ordinary 
hand 
44 squeezer,” 
I 
commenced operations, 
with the following result : 
From three 
bushels of wind-shaken oranges I pressed 
six gallons of juice, which I placed in a 
keg to undergo fermentation. 
After the 
expiration of thirty days I drew it i ff, 
bottled it, and put it away in a cool place. 
It is now about sixty days old, and prom­ 
ises to make a very fine wine. 
It is not 
necessary either to wash or pare the fruit. 
I simply cut the larger ones in two and the 
end off the smaller ones. 
From my ex­ 
perience I am satisfied that one n an can 
make teu gallons per day, or w’hat will 
make fifty bottles of wine. 
There can be 
no doubt that the most profitable disposi­ 
tion we can make of the orange crops is to 
make them into wine. 
Iu doing so the 
entire crop can be used, iarge and sm all.-- 
(Corr. Los Angeles Herald. 
Bees commence work much more readily 
in surplus boxes when provided with start­ 
ers of cnmb or foundation. 
All clean white 
comb should be carefully saved for this 
purpose. The larger the starter, the better, 
but even a very small piece is of great ben­ 
efit. 
The Indiana Farmer says where 
pieces of comb are nsed, it can quickly be 
fastened in the box or section by holding 
it over a candle or lamp until the edge is 
melted, then set it in place, and it will 
stick. 
For foundation this will not work 
so well. 
W e use the following, which is 
simple and effectual. 
Take a tin dish—an 
oyster cau with one side cnt out does ad­ 
mirably—fill part full of beeswax and resin 
of equal parts ; fix the dish over a lamp, 
so as to keep the mixture at the right tem­ 
perature, which you will soon learn. 
If 
too hot it will melt the edge of the founda­ 
tion. 
It not sufficiently heated it w ill cool 
before you can get the starter in place and 
will not stick. 
Have your starters all cut 
the right size. 
Take the section in the 
left hand, top down, dip one edge of the 
starter in the wax and set in place, and it 
will stick. 
W ith a little practice you will 
be able to do this very rapidly. 


By those who are sanguine the surplus 
wheat production of Europe is estimated 
as follows : 
Russia, 80 000,000 bushels ; 
Central Europe and Hungary, 24 000,000, 
and Southeastern Europe, 16 000,000. To­ 
tal, 120,000,000. 
This would be to meet 
want* of Frace. 16.000,000 bushels ; Sw it­ 
zerland, 8,000,000 ; Holland, Belgium and 
parts of Germany, 16 000,000. This wou'd 
leave 80,000,000 huBhels iu addition to Eu­ 
ropean, Asian, American and Australian 
offerings for Great Britain to choose from. 
This is a large estimated export for Russia, 
which, taking one year with another, does 
not export more than 50 000.000 bushels, 
and which from present indications will 
not reach that figure as the result of the 
coming 
harvest. 
All 
wheat-producing 
countries will move into the new harvest 


with small stocks of grain. 
The price that 
will rule cannot now be predicted, but it is 
safe to say that the value of grain will cer­ 
tainly» be as great as it is now. and prob­ 
ably greater. 
The harvest of Europe this 
year will be better than that of last year, 
but that of the United States will be pro­ 
portionately poorer. 
Tnose of Chile. A us­ 
tralia aud other regions of the southern 
hemisphere are known to be smaller than 
last year, w hile those of India and F.gypt 
will be about the same as those of last 
season. — [Pr*iri*~Farmer.

The latter gentleman 
felt so certain of his return, under the aus­ 
pices of Government patronage, that he 
did not deem it necessary to attend the 
meeting, and simply sent a friend to repre­ 
sent him. 
This person on attempting to 
sp-ak was cried down ; and, smarting un­ 
der the indignation of the moment, M. 
Gambetta rose to defend with eloquence 
and rare energy the honor and responsibil­ 
ity of universal suffrage. 
He made one of 
those telling speeches, full of democratic 
conviction, and won re-.pect a* well a3 
roused the enthusiasm of all. 
Black cloth 
coats and blue bicuaes shared the enthusi­ 
asm, aud vied with each other in the loud­ 
ness and sincerity of their applause, tvhile 
the warehouse echoed again aud again. 
An elector jresent asked aud obtained per­ 
mission to add a few words. 
He was a 
workingman—a metal chaser and engraver. 
W ith great moderation, remarkable taof, 
and in excellently chosen language, he 
placed before the public a resume of tiie dif­ 
ferent arguments adeluce i by each speaker, 
explaining, in bis opinion, that nothing 
could be more elevated, honest, powerful 
or logical than the ideas M. Gambetta had 
expressed. 
This statement was indorsed 
by the public, and rs M. Gambetta left the 
warehouse he was almost carried iu tri­ 
umph. 
As he was being escorted^ to the 
door, an old workingman, in his blue 
blouse, stained with travel, pressed for­ 
ward, and, placing his hand on the shoulder 
of M. Gambetta, exclaimed, with all the 
rough frankness of a seer, "Thou shalt be 
President of the Republic.” 
The metal 
chaser and engraver was M. Toulain, who 
is now a life Senator; and he can judge 
with M. Gambetta how far the predictitn 
of the blouse clad revolutionary is from 
beiug verified, when he takes into account 
the euthusiasm with which his friend has 
been received in the provinces.—[London 
Globe.

In the 
first die’tieats of the rules governing decor­ 
ative art, appropriateness, and color, design, 
stitches—ancient and modern, textiles used, 
transferring, crewels and silks, frames, ap- 
piique, outline work, treatment of finished 
embroideries, drawn work—old and new, 
opus araneum, or spider work, cut work, 
maerame lace, and point and pillow laces. In 


p a r t second she treats of all kinds of decora­ 
tive painting, of colors, oils, brushes, silk, 
linen, China and fan painting, etc. In part 
third she takes up the decoration of the 
home in floor, '.vail and shelf wood-carving, 
screens, portieres, mantels, piano drapery, 
door decoration, curtains, Japanese art, tin- 
broidered draperies, drawing-room chairs, 
teacup time, decorations of the dinner table, 
etc. There is, of course, much to be said

It is encyciopediac in its informa­ 
tion, full in its statistics—in short, it is ex­ 
actly what it purports to be, a teacher—and 
every housewife in the land should possess it. 
We assume to know something about cook­ 
books, and do not hesitate to praise this 
work, for it is full of merit. 
“ How We Fed the Baby,” Í3 a pamphlet 
by C. E. Page, M. D., is from the press of 
Fowler & Wells, New York, and is for sale 
by A. L. Bancroft & Co , San Francisco. 
The doctor tells how to feed the baby so as to 
make it healthy and happy, and goes so far 
as to hold that no baby needs to cry unless it 
bun p its nose or suffers some such injury.

RELIGIOUS 
INTELLIGENCE. 


Barcelona, .Spain, has now a little over 
1,000 Sunday school scholars. 
Rev. John Cleugh, D. D., archdeacon of 
Malta, is dead at the age of S7. 
The west front of St. Alban’s abbey, 
England, is to be “ restored” at an esti­ 
mated cost of 3125,000. 
Nine members oi the newly-elected city 
council of Toronto, the Mayor of the city 
and eight Aldermen, are Sunday-school 
Superintendents, and several others are 
active Sunday-school workers. 
There are in this country 124 theological 
seminaries, with property, grounds and 
buildings valued at 35,500,000, .Tnd pro­ 
ductive funds of 3S,250,000. 
The annual 
income of these funds is 35-58,000. 
The last graduating class of the Boston 
University School of Theology numbers 12 
men. 
All are anti tobacco men. 
The Southern Baptist Convention will 
be held next year in Greenville, S. C., and 
Dr. S. S. baton, of Louisville, ia to preach 
the sermon. 
Among the complaints given at the Phil­ 
adelphia yearly meeting of Friends was 
one th at Friends sometimes go to sleep 
during public worship. 
The Christian population of Koritscha, 
Macedonia, have nsen against Turkey on 
account of heavy taxation and the custom­ 
ary Turkish abuses. 
Severe fighting has 
already taken place. 
There are now in the United States and 
Canada 1,000 Young Men’s Christian Asso­ 
ciations, with 100,000 members. 
There 
are 107 college associations and thirty rail­ 
road organizations. 
Rev. A. H. Smith of Victoria, B. C., the 
head of the Methodist church in that 
province, and Superintendent of Missions, 
has seceded because he does not believe in 
the doctrine of eternal punishment. 
The number added to the church rolls of 
the Presbyterian churches of New York 
the past year was 7S5 on examination and 
717 on certificate. 
The whole number of 
members, 
however—IS,452—indicates a 
decrease of 195. 


Learning to Tje Knots.—A corre­ 
spondent suggests that it would be a handy 
accomplishment for schoolboys to be pro- 
licient in the handling, splicing, hitching, 
and knotting of ropes. 
He suggests the 
propriety of having the art taught in our 
public schools. A common jack-knife and 
a few pieces of clothes line are the main ap­ 
pliances needed to impart the instruction 
with. 
He concluded it would not only be 
of use in ordinary daily life, but especially 
to those who handle merchandise and 
machinery. 
Any one, he adds, who has 
noticed the clumsy, haphazard manner 
in which boxes and goods are tied for 
hoisting or for loading upon trucks, will 
appreciate the advantage of practical in­ 
struction in this direction. 
Probably a 
good plan, he farther suggests, would be 
to have one school-boy taught first by the 
master, and then let the pupil teach the 
other boys. 
Our correspondent thinks 
most boys would consider it a nice pas­ 
time to practice during recess and at the 
dinner hour, so th at no time would be 
taken from study or recitation tim e.—

Times, Hamilton, Can., from which we 
obtain this item, soon after the occurrence 
investigated the facts, and ascertained that 
it has been the practice of the marker at 
the ranges to w’ave a red flag when he 
wishes to repaint the target after a number 
of shots have been tired, or prior to ex­ 
amining it after the marksmen are through 
firing. 
But in this instance Jenkins neg­ 
lected to wave his flag, and exposed him­ 
self, with the result stated. 
The unfortu­ 
nate man was carried to the residence of 
Mr. McNab (located near the ranges), 
where he was attended by Drs. Griffin and 
Kosebrugh. 
Jenkins passed the night very 
favorably, and the next day Dr. Griffin had 
great hopes that he would recover. 
The 
bullet was one of Remington’s 550 grains, 
and entered at the back below the shoulder 
blade, passing out about an inch below the 
left nipple. 
The 
international 
race 
for 
homing

25th, the length of the flight in each case 
being about 250 miles. 
Every pigeon wa3

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SCIENTIFIC 
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B eh a v io r of M eta ls i s S o l id if y in g . 
The question is again before scientists for 
discussion whether the expansion of bodies 
on heating and contraction on cooling oc­ 
cur, as a rule, in the passage from the 
solid to the liquid state, or vice versa ? 
Ice, it is well known, behaves differently, 
and is regarded as an exception. 
Kopp’s 
researches have shown that phosphorus, 
sulphur, wax, stearic acid, stearide, chlo­ 
ride of 
calcium, 
phosphate 
of 
soda, 
hypotulphate of soda, and Rose’s metal 
grow larger in volume when fused. 
Ob­ 
servations made in the past concerning 
metals, give very discordant results, and 
therefore 
Nies and 
W inkelmanu have 
lately studied the question anew. 
As a 
foundation experiment, the solid metal 
was put into the fused metal. 
In certain 
cases the difference of density could not 
be measured. 
For instance, tin, in solidi­ 
fying, is increased in volume .7 per cent.; 
zinc is increased .2 per cent.; solid bismuth 
is fully 3 jier cent, less dense than the 
fused 
metal. 
Expansion 
in 
solidify­ 
ing was also demonstrated for antimony, 
iron or copper. 
Indecisive results were 
obtained with lead and cadmium ; lead pre­ 
sented difficulties in the probably very 
small difference of density as a solid and as 
a liquid, its small heat conductivity and 
heat of fusion ; and cadmium in the fact 
that in fusion it passes 
first 
into 
a 
viscous 
state. 
Thus 
of 
the 
eight 
metals examined, six distinctly showed 
expansion in solidifying, and expansion 
may occur in lead and cadmium. 
If these 
experiments stand good, expansion would 
seem to be the rule for metals. 


T h e Ocean L e v e l.—M. H. Trautschild, 
of Moscow, lately sent in a paper to the 
Geological Society of France, maintaining 
that the level of the ocean was not invaria­ 
ble, in which he expressed the following 
conclusions : 
1. The level of the sea has 
fallen, as parts of the earth’s crest have 
risen from the bottom above its surface. 
2. The surface of nearly all the continents 
has once been at the bottom of the sea, and 
has risen from the waters, partly in conse­ 
quence of upheavals, partly in consequence 
of the retreat of the ocean. 
3. When the 
continents have been formed, a part of the 
waters of the sea is carried away from 
them, and held on the land as lakes, rivers, 
eternal snows and as a constituent of or­ 
ganic m atter—thus the quantity of water in 
the ocean has been constantly diminished, 
and its level has fallen. 4. As the earth cools, 
ice accumulates near the poles and on the 
mountains, water is soaked down more 
deeply into the crust of the earth, end 
mineral hydrates are formed everywhere. 
I t follows that the level of the sea has been 
gradually falling ever since water has ex­ 
isted as a liquid upon the earth.

A r c h e o l o g ic a l D isco v­ 


er y .—A recent freshet of the Coosa river, 
Georgia, washed away the surface soil from 
a large tract of land. 
After the water had 
subsided the washed land was found to be 
an ancient battlefield and burying ground. 
Part of the territory consisted of mounds, 
evidently fortifications. These were strewn 
with implements of 
aboriginal warfare, 
beads and earthen vessels. 
The remainder 
of the ground was covered with skeletons, 
all perfectly exposed, and all in good 
preservation.

This quantity stands in 
close connection with the combining power 
of the atom, or its quantivalence. 
If the 
amount ot electricity of the monad atom be 
taken as the unit, that of the dyad is two, 
that of the triad three, etc. 
Professor 
Helmholtz says: “ If we conclude from 
the facts that every’ unit of affinity of ev­ 
ery atom is charged always with one equiv­ 
alent either of positive or negative electric­ 
ity, they can form 
compounds, being 
electrically neutral, only if every unit 
charged positively unite under the influ­ 
ence of a mighty electric attraction with 
another unit charged negatively. 
This 
ought to produce compounds in which ev­ 
ery unit of affinity of every atom is con­ 
nected with one—and only with one—other 
unit of another atom. 
This is, indeed, the 
modern chemical theory of quantivalence, 
comprising all the saturated compounds.” 


P a ty r o til e.—Under 
this name, the 
1 Ain don Building and Engineering Times 
describes the latest novelty in products for 
decorative treatm ent of interiors. 
Papy- 
rotile is neither paper nor tile, bat a tough 
pliant fabric, in substance like leather, 
though artificially composed of prepared 
materials which result in a non-conductor 
of heat and sound. 
These qnasi-tiles may 
be advantageously employed for wall or 
ceiling decorations simply by the aid of 
glue or other cement, and are readily 
cleaned by the ordinary dust-brush. 
The 
decoration is applied in one or more colors 
to straight or curved lines, either flat or in 
high relief. 


T h e L a rgest P y r a m id .—We believe it 
is not generally known th at the largest 
known pyramid rests on American soil.

fourteen acres, while the Mexican one 
covers forty-four acres of ground, and was 
originally 600 feet high. It is made of sun- 
dried brick, and íb supposed to have been 
built 7,000 years ago.

There are few articles imported by 
grocers that have grown so much ill popu­ 
lar favor within the last few years as maca­ 
roni. 
The figures of the Custom House 
tell better than words of the immense in­ 
crease in the nse of the imported article. 
The greater portion of the macaroni im­ 
ported comes from Italy, a large quantity 
is brought from France, and a little from 
Austria. 
A large part of the macaroni 
sold by ordinary grocers is manufactured 
in this country, and is a very inferior 
article. 
It is exceedingly difficult to ob­ 
tain imported m acaroni; it can only’ be 
bought at a few trustw orthy groceries and 
at one or two of the Italian groceries in 
the town. 
The mass of the article con­ 
sumed in this country is the cheap Ameri­ 
can manufacture, which is often labeled and 
sold under the head of Italian macaroni. 
This title would not be such a misnomer if 
the word American were coupled with it. 
It is generally made by Italians, but in the- 
lowest slums. 
[This hardly applies to 
California, as they have several cleanly, 
airy and good macaroni factories.—Eds. 
Household.] The attem pt to manufacture 
macaroni in this country equal to the im­ 
ported was made a number of years ago 
by a careful flour firm, but it was a failure. 
The grain in the southern part of Europe 
13 said to be harder than any grain in this 
country, and the harder the grain the bet­ 
ter the macaroni. 
The best macaroni in the world is uni­ 
versally admitted to be that made in Na­ 
ples. 
It is a rich cream color, while the 
French is quite white, and the American is 
the color ot dingy flour paste made with 
boiling water. 
The Italian macaroni has a 
nutty taste when raw, like the kernel of 
the wheat. 
The French lacks this rich fla­ 
vor, and the American has a taste before it 
is cooked of the flour ; the poorer quali­ 
fie s taste almost like dough. 
The Italian 
and French are about equally hard, and 
break like a cylinder of rock qandy. 
The 
American breaks like a hard-dried crust. 
This difference might hardly be noticed 
without comparing the three. 
The Italian 
and French both keep their form after 
cocking, and the Italian can only be told 
from the French 'oy its superior flavor. 
The American macaroni as soon as it is 
cooked shows its quality, it breaks in pieces 
and often partly melts in the water. 
Its 
paste-like taste is more noticeable, and it 
becomes a heavy, sodden food, unlit for 
the digestive power of an ostrich. 
The 
French macaroni is tasteless, but it is not 
unwholesome, and is not a bad article. 
It 
is carefully made, and leaves no suspicion, 
like the American, that, whatever its prin­ 
cipal components may be, one of them is 
dust. 
After using the best Neapolitan 
macaroni the housekeeper will search far 
and wide for it again ; once having tested 
its value, she will use no other. 
The tine 
grano delle Puglie is the grain chosen in 
Naples for its manufacture. 
The grain is 
carefully washed in mountain streams, 
freed of its husk, and ground into flour 
and made into macaroni in the country 
around Naples. 
There are many forms of 
macaroni 
paste. 
The shape generally known as 
macaroni is a cylinder made in five sizes. 
Vermicelli is a mere thread. 
It is made 
in two or three thicknesses, and is some­ 
times colored yellow with saffron. 
Italian 
pastes are in various forms, including the 
alphabet, numerals, melon seeds, hearts, 
diamonds, clubs aud spades, minute shells, 
and many others. 
Italian pastes and ver­ 
micelli are used chiefly in soup. 
The best Italian macaroni is now 14 to 
IS cents a pound. 
Italian paste and ver­ 
micelli are two cents a pound higher. 
French macaroni is now sold at the same 
price as the Italian, though grocers admit 
there should be a difference. 
American 
macaroni is from S to 10 cents a pound, and 
in boxes of tw enty-live pounds it is sold 
at 6 cents a pound. 
This article in many 
groceries in the country and in some large 
cities is sold at an exorbitant profit as im­ 
ported. 
In this city, however, whatever 
virtues are claimed for it, American maca­ 
roni is seldom sold at over 10 or 12 centB 
a pound. 
There are many ways of cooking maca­ 
roni besides the well accepted way of boil­ 
ing it in water aud taking it afterward 
with grated cheese, bread crumbs, butter 
aud seasoning of salt and pepper. 
This is 
very nice, but if the cheese chosen was 
always i’armesan it would be much more 
palatable. 
Tiie Italians cook macaroni 
and serve it with a tomato sauce, which is 
very excellent, and is sold now in Italian 
groceries in cans, already prepared to pour 
over the boiled macaroni. 
This tomato 
sauce is from 15 to 75 cents a can. 
Maca­ 
roni stewed in milk is a good and whole­ 
some dish for 
children, 
especially in 
summer. 
An excellent way to serve macaroni is 
the following : 
Fill a china baking-dish 
with alternate layers of oysters and boiled 
macaroni ; season each layer with salt, 
pepper and butter. 
W hen the dish is full 
cover with cracker crumbs. 
Pour over all 
a cup of oyster juice and bake in a quick 
oy’en till brown. 
Macaroni and kidneys 
are thus prepared : 
Scald two veal kid­ 
neys which have been skinned and freed 
from f a t ; 
cut them in slices and fry 
brown ; then place them in a baking-dish, 
season with salt and pepper, cover them 
w ith macaroni and cracker crumbs, and 
pour over the whole a gravy made with to­ 
matoes. 
Bake in a quick oven till brown. 
Vermicelli and Italian paste should always 
be boiled separately, and added to the 
soup just before it ia served.—[New York 
Tribune. 


M aking Fringe. 
Take a flat, smooth, thin stick, ten or 
twelve inches long and as wide as the 
depth of the fringe required. 
One side of 
this should be a thin edge, and the other 
one-eighth to one-quarter inch thick, to cut 
on with a knife for slitting the fringe after 
it is made. 
Two sets of thread are used, 
the heading and the fringe. 
For the head­ 
ing take about three yards of the thread 
and tie the two ends together ; then tie 
this doubled piece by its middle to the 
stick near one end, leaving enough of the 
short end of the stick to hold it by. 
Let 
the knot come on the thin edge. Now you 
must have an assistant. 
Place the ball for 
the fringe in some convenient receptacle. 
Let her take the stick by the short end in 
her left hand, and the end of the fringe 
thread in her right, and place the end of 
the thread on the edge of the stick where 
the heading is tied, holding it with her 
thumb. 
Now sit directly in front of your 
assistant and take a loop of the head­ 
ing 
in 
each 
hand, 
holding 
them 
wide 
apart, 
while 
your 
assistant, 
holding 
the 
stick 
thin 
edge 
up­ 
ward and long end pointing toward you, 
passes a loop of the fringe thread between 
the loops you are holding apart around the 
end of the stick toward you, and draws it 
back close to her thumb. 
Now pass one 
loop through the other, changing loops to 
the other hand as you do so, and hold them 
apart for her to wind again. 
Repeat this 
until your stick is fail, then cut open all 
except a few of the last loops made, which 
push to the other end of the stick, and go 
on again to any length desired, cutting 
open your loops of heading, and tying in 
more when they become too short to work 
with. 
Take care to cnt and tie so that 
knots will not come together in the head­ 
ing. 
This is tedious to read, but simple, 
rapid and pleasant to do ; and much vari­ 
ety can be made by asing different sorts 
and colors of yarn in fringe and heading. 
Two or more colors of fringe can be made 
alternately, in which case the threads need 
not be broken and tied each time, but 
allowed to ran along the heading,

M in c e d V ea l. —Cut the veal into very 
small pieces, bat do not chop i t : take a 
little white gravy, a little cream or milk, 
a bit of butter rolled iu flour, and «orne 


grated lemon p eel; let these boil till of the 
consistence of fine thick cream, shake flour 
over the veal, and sprinkle it with a little 
salt and white pepper ; put it into a sauce­ 
pan with the other ingredients and make 
it quite hot. 
Be careful it does not boil 
after the veal has been put in, or it will be 
hard. 
Before being taken up squeeze iu 
some lemon juice, and serve it on a dish 
over hits of toast. 
Do ig h m t s.—One large egg, four and 
one-half tablespoonfuls melted butter or 
lard, one coffee cup sugar, ohe cup sweet 
milk, one teaspoonful ginger bought at the 
drug store, two of cream tartar from the 
same place, one of soda dissolved in the 
milk. 
Mix the cream tartar with flour 
enough to make the dough just stiff enough 
to haudle, fry in hot lard, take oi.t aLd lay 
on brown paper a moment, th tn iu a dish 
and grate sugar over them tirst on one side 
aud then on the other ; do not allow them 
to cool before putting on the sugar. 


C a bbage.—But one teacupful water to 
two quarts finely chopped cabbage, butter 
the size of a large egg ; salt and pepper it 
well, cover closely aud cook rapidly.

the water boils out befcre it is thoroughly 
cooked, put iu a little more, but not so 
much as to leave any in when done.

MACKAYS REFUSAL. 
John W. Mackay is said to have refused 
to contribute towards the 9250,006 which 
it was proposed to raise for the I’resident 
lately. Doubtless John W. Maokey hada 
perfect right to refuse, and in our judgment 
he was justified completely in his course. 
The proposition in the first instance was a 
most indelicate, vulgar and hair-brained 
one. It was a most coarse and sordid way 
of expressing regard and esteem for the 
I’resident, and it smacked vilely of dollar- 
worship. There was no reason for raising 
$250,000, or any other sum, either for 
General or Mrs. Garfielu. Had the Presi­ 
dent died, it might have been in order to 
do something of the kind, hut under the 
circumstances it was clumsy, premature 
and in bad taste. If John W. Mackay 
never makes a greater mistake than in de­ 
clining to contribute to that fund, he will 
have very few slips with which to reproach 
himself. 
ALBANY. 


The attempt to murder President Gar­ 
field suddenly forced the American people 
face to face with the fact that in case of 
his death the executive office would pass 
into the hands of a man who was certainly 
not the choice of a majority of his own 
party, and who certainly would not have 
been elected Vice-President had it been 
possible to separate his candidacy from 
that of General Garfield. Mr. Arthur, as 
every one knows, was not chosen, in the 
strict seDee of the word, at all. His nom­ 
ination at Chicago was made during an 
access of excitement which rendered cool 
reflection impossible. It was made entirely 
without reference to the fitness of the 
man, hut with a single eye to the placation 
of the defeated Grant faction. It was in 
fact an illustration of that blind and reck­ 
less spirit of compromise which has so 
often created dangers cf the gravest kind 
in our politics. The men who had just 
nominated Garfield had the whole situa­ 
tion in their hands. It was alike their in­ 
terest and their duty to go on and com­ 
plete the ticket by naming as Vice-Presi­ 
dent a man fit to stand upon the same 
platform with Garfield. But all reason 
had been swept away in the enthusiasm of 
the victory won over the third term fac­ 
tion, and a false eentiment of generosity 
led the victors to give away the Eecond 
place on the ticket, not merely to a man of 
inferior caliber, hut to one who was the 
very antithesis of General Garfield. The 
nomination of Arthur, in fact, was both an 
insult to the head of the ticket and a 
travesty upon the alleged character of 
the latter. It was, moreover, in headlong 
disdain of the teachings of experience, 
which were unmistakeably to the effect 
that the place of Vice-President could not 
safely be treated with levity or careless­ 
ness. 
But the truth is that as our nominating 
Conventions are and have been conducted, 
it is almost hopeless to look for any im­ 
provement in this respect. All the interest 
concentrates on the Presidency. All the 
combinations are made upon that. When 
the conflict ends in the choice of one of the 
candidates, the successful contestants are 
so satisfied that they have nothing more to 
ask, and they at once abandon all that fol­ 
lows to their late adversaries. The latter, 
however, are never at this stage in a con­ 
dition to deliberate. All opportunity for 
the employment of cool judgment is in fact 
gone. All that is aimed at ¡ 3 the taking of 
the Vice-President from the ranks of the 
opposition, and nobody is in a state to ex­ 
amine closely into his qualifications. He 
ii-|uominited with the utmost haste and con­ 
fusion, as a rule. The Convention always 
wants to adjourn as quickly as possible 
after making the Presidential nomination. 
All the rest of the work is done in a bung­ 
ling and perfunctory way. The fact is lost 
sight of that the Vice-President may at 
any time become the President. 
It is easy enough to perceive the gravity 
of this mistake after it has been com­ 
mitted, brt the practical question is, how to 
prevent its commission. We cannot indeed 
see how it is to be prevented so long as 
the current methods of making nomina­ 
tions are followed. 
For these methods 
inevitably cause the interest of the Con­ 
vention to culminate in the ]'residential 
nomination, and everything after that is 
necessarily an anti-climax. There is, how­ 
ever, a way by which the present danger 
of making a bad choice for Vice-President 
can be avoided, and it is by reversing the 
order of nominations, and choosing the 
Vice-President first. 
We propose this 
change as the only practical mode of 
securing equal attention and care for both 
the nominations, and we shall proceed to 
demonstrate that this result must necessa­ 
rily follow the innovation suggested. In 
the first place it is clear that the Presi­ 
dential nomination will under all circum­ 
stances claim and receive the first con­ 
sideration. It is impossible to render that 
less important by putting it second instead 
of first. Therefore the proposed change 
would in no way militate against the se­ 
lection of the best man for the head of the 
ticket. Iu the second place, it is evident 
that if the choice of Vice-President had 
to he made before that of President, per­ 
sonal qualifications would have to be 
brought prominently forward, and it would 
be impossible to nominate men who were 
mere figure-heads or shadows. 
The Convention net having parked with 
its reascn at this stage of the proceedings, 
moreover, would be prepared to examine 
the claims of the candidates soberly. But 
the mest important advantage to be ob­ 
tained from this change would he the ne­ 
cessity that it would impose upon the 
politicians of discussing and canvassing 
the candidates for the Vice-Presidency as 
much as the candidates for the Presi­ 
dency. They would find it necessary to 
make their preliminary selections, not as 
heretofore, for the Presidency alone, but 
for both offices. The effect would he to 
increase the importance of the Vice-Presi- 
denfcial nomination, and so to give addi­ 
tional assurances of care in the selection. 
No faction or party would dare to make 
reckless or unfit selections when they knew 
that this place on the ticket had to he 
filled first, aud that the nominations must 
pass muster with a clear-headed and as 
yet unheated assemblage. The proposed 
change would not necessarily make any 
difference in the usual combinations upon 
the Presidential nomination. 
Its main 
tendency would be to elevate the charac­ 
ter of the Vice-Presidency, and this we 
are satisfied it would do unfailingly. Nor 
is there, so far as we can see, any other 
method available by which the required 
reform in this respect can he brought about. 
The treachery of the Conkling bolters 
in voting with the Democrats for adjourn­ 
ment does not appear likely to have any 
other effect than fully to expose the aims 
of that faction. The Administration men 
in the Senate hold the key of the situation, 
and certainly will not allow the resolution 
of adjournment to pass. The election of 
Miller seems possible, but that of Lapham 
is as problematical as ever, Conkling' 8 
thirty-two votes adheringto him with a free­ 
dom from shame and decency wholly unpar­ 
alleled. There is no question that Conk­ 
ling is now holding out on the desperate 
chance of the President’s death, aud the 
fact ought to cover him with infamy, and 
to bury him forever beneath the contempt 
of the American people. Nothing so en­ 
tirely base and indecent as his conduct 
since the shooting of the President has ever 
oc-’urrcd before in the history of this re­ 
public, and he is terribly deceived if he 
thinks that the people will either forget or 
forgive it.

could be made by putting less value 
into the counterfeit coin, and so they 
have gone on gradually decreasing the 
gold in their manufacture, and making 
enormous profits. Perhaps it would he 
impossible to have carried on such a fraud 
in any other country than Egypt, unless it 
was Turkey, but the Swiss robbers were 
wise in their generation, and of course 
knew where the fraud could be perpetrated 
with the least danger. At length, how­ 
ever, they have been found out, or at 
length perhaps they have become rash, 
and thought they could afford to 
refuse to pay hush-money to the 
Egyptian officials. 
For it is asserted 
that they were found out some time ago, 
but succeeded in inducing the Khedive’s 
officers to shut their eyes to what was go­ 
ing od, for a consideration. As the thieves 
are rich and no doubt influential it is by 
no means certain that they wiil ever be 
convicted even now. They have engaged 
the services cf one of the leaders of the 
Freuch bar, ar.d the trial will of 
course 
he 
exceedingly 
interesting. 
Incidentally it 
promises 
to reveal 
some of the inside workings of the 
Egyptian 
Government, 
and 
perhaps 
this is in the interest of the detense, for 
the Khedive is very likely to prefer rob­ 
bery to exposure, and in such circum­ 
stances may request the suppression of the 
proceedings rather than stand the conse­ 
quences. 
The moral of such extensive 
schemes of plunder seems to be that au­ 
dacious and comprehensive dishonesty is 
always the safest. It is true that now and 
then some wealthy rascal is laid by the 
heels, and Justice deals with him. 
But 
a3 a rule if he does not lose his plunder he is 
able to buy himself clear. 
Boss Tweed 
was foolish enough to let the lawyers strip 
him, and so he became helpless at the last, 
but the immunity secured by several of 
his colleagues showed what money could 
do in such cases. 
Under governments 
where it is possible to seize and confiscate 
the possessions of a powerful rogue he may 
sometimes be punished, but iu these days 
no sharp rascal ever carries all his 
eggs in one basket, and it is very 
seldom that the prosecutors are able to 
trace his property and obtain possession of 
it. The Swiss counterfeiters have amassed 
large fortunes out of their frauds, and it 
remains to be seen whether their affluence 
will be unavailing to them. If they are 
convicted it would be a really remarkable 
testimonial to the* purity and efficiency 
of the Swiss criminal administration, but 
the case is not one of those in which one 
naturally anticipates conviction, for a 
whole people have been injured by the 
forgers, and such a dissipation of the offense 
is always very demoralizing to the prose­ 
cution. It strips the cause of enthusiasm, 
and tends to bring into greater prominenc- t 
the advantages to be derived from lenie $ 
dealing with the accused. 


other men of a similar cast of mind would 
he encouraged by his escape to make ex­ 
periments of the same kind upon public 
men. Imprisonment for life is the mildest 
punishment that ought to be indicted upon 
him, and if at the same time he was sen­ 
tenced to receive a dozen lashes once a 
week for the first six months of his term, 
we believe that the application would 
be salutary and the example instructive. 
Guitteau is an exaggerated type of 
a had man. 
A swindler, a liar, a 
thief, a wife-heater, an assassin, he has 
gone steadily from bad to worse, yet 
through all his lack of moral perception 
has been demonstrated by his unfailing 
complacency with and admiration fcr him­ 
self. His attempts to obtain public ctfice, 
his impudent letters to Secretary Blaine, 
are not the work of a lunatic, but of an 
egotist. He always entertained the high­ 
est opinion of his own capacity, and he 
evidently fails to realize even now that he 
has done anything to be ashamed of. It is 
to be regretted that it may be impossible to 
punish him adequately, but certainly no 
effort should be spared to render impossi­ 
ble the liberation of such a w retch upon 
society. 
HOW KABU SPREfD THE GOSPEL.

A remarkable fraud has just been dis­ 
covered in Switzerland. It is a sort of 
syndicate organized for the express pur­ 
pose of making counterfeit coin and pass­ 
ing it off upon the Egyptian fellahs. 
These latter are a simple and unsophisti­ 
cated folk, and it appears that they have 
already been swindled to the extent of 
some five million dollars. 
The Swiss 
swindlers, who are for the most part 
highly respectable persons, one of them 
being an eminent banker, another a wealthy 
jeweler, and so forth, are said to have 
carried on the fraud for several years. It 
seems that they began by manufacturing 
coin which was equally valuable to that 
which circulated in Egypt, and therefore, 
though they were guilty of counterfeiting, 
they did not inflict upon the Egyptians 
any other injury than might have arisen 
from an artitieial inflation of their cur­ 
rency.

MENTS. 
United States District Attorn* s i3crk- 
hill has furnished to the press a complete 
record of the movements of t ^ assassin 
Guitteau from the time of h; t arrival in 
\\ ashington last March up t ^ j;»<. attempt 
on the life of the Preside t x. The chief 
value of this record is to J-¿mon3tTate the 
cool deliberation with ’ xviich the crime 
was planned. It shows 
* '¡9 0 that the Pres­ 
ident s life was .in da siger on more than 
one occasion previous to the actual com­ 
mission of the crime. 
.At onc time Guitteau 
had determined to sdioot him in church. 
He had examined ■ ¿ve place and found that 
he could shoot hii * through a window from 
outside. The id ,e* of committing a mur­ 
der in a churc’ ¡ evidently did not strike 
this man as in any way specially reprehen­ 
sible, but the -more we learn of his life the 
plainer does it appear that he is entirely 
destitute < if moral perceptions of any 
kind. 
In. fact his character reminds 
us of 'jae of Bulwer's creations, in 
the “ Strange Story ;” the resuscitated 
magici ,m Margrave, who is supposed to have 
regained physical life and strength by the 
sacrifice of his soul, and who is thence­ 
forth a sort of wild beast, absolutely void 
of -all moral feeling, and guided eolely by 
trie instinct of self-interest, which leads 
him to the commission of all manner o{ 
crimes. The theory of insanity, however, 
sustains a fatal blow from this revelation 
of the purposeful and persistent actions of 
the assassin. It is made apparent that he 
spent some three months in revolving va­ 
rious methods of accomplishing his atro­ 
cious purpose ; that he never suffered him­ 
self to be swerved from it in the least; 
that he dogged the footsteps of his victim, 
repeatedly refraining from action because 
he did not feel certain of the success of his 
plan ; that he proceeded throughout iu the 
most cautious and business-like way ; and 
that in fact a more infamous deed was 
never approached, prepared for and con­ 
summated, in a more thoughtful, cold­ 
blooded and intelligent manner. 
There is no trace of mental aberration 
in any of his actions, but there is evidence 
of a diabolical malignity and singleness of 
purpose. And it seems clear that Guitteau 
really believed the assassination of the 


1'resident would entail no punishment 
upon him, if only he could elude the dan­ 
ger of a sudden mob attack. He believed 
that if he made Arthur President, this 
service would suffice to protect him. He 
thought that the “ Stalwarts” would ap­ 
prove his action. Apparently he still be­ 
lieves this, and a 3 he does not know that 
I’resident Garfield is still alive, he looks 
forward with confidence to the exercise of 
the executive clemency on his behalf by 
“ President Arthur.” It would be a great 
pity to send such a man as this to an in­ 
sane asylum. He belongs to that class of 
whom a celebrated French physician ob­ 
served : “ Perhaps these people are mad, 
“ but it is necessary to cure their madness 
“ at the Place dc Greve” (the place of 
public executions at Paris.) It has been 
said that the worst use to which a man can 
be put is to hang him, but every rule has 
its exceptions, and the case of Guitteau is 
one of these exceptions. His is the crim­ 
inal temperament. He belongs to a class 
of men who are the wild beasts of society, 
and who can be dealt with only as wild 
beasts. 
At present the prospect of the Presi­ 
dent’s recovery appears to foreshadow a 
virtual escape for his assassin, however. 
The laws of the District of Columbia only 
inflict a short term of imprisonment for at­ 
tempt to murder, and that is the offense 
with which alone he can be charged. It 
would be a most serious misfortune if he 
should prove subject to no heavier penalty 
than this, and chiefly for the reason that 


The news which comes from Tapitawa, 
one of the Line Islands, is sufficiently sen­ 
sational. It is to the effect that a native of 
the Sandwich Islands, named Kabu, was 
some years ago installed there In charge of 
a branch of the London Missionary Soci­ 
ety. Kabu was a Christian, and he suc­ 
ceeded in converting the entire population 
of the island. Whenever anyone em­ 
braced Christianity he insisted upon the 
surrender of their weapons, and eo in tiiae 
he disarmed all the people. At length, 
however, the residents on the so-jtli side of 
the island became impatient pf his inces­ 
sant demands upon them foe contributions, 
and concluding that they were paying too 
dearly for their new reli gion, they aposta­ 
tized. Upon this Kabi 4 preached acrusade 
against them, quite :,n the old-fashioned 
orthodox way, and arming his followers, 
led them to the atf *ck. As the apostate 
islanders had all been deprived of their 
weapons they of course could offer but a 
feeble and vain resistance, and the account 
says that not 
(C S 3 than a thousand men, 
women and < ¿fiildren were massacred with 
every circu nstance of cruelty. This ex­ 
hibition of Christian spirit was concluded 
by a gra 
bonfire, iu which the dead, 
dy*ng 
serf wounded were consumed 
togetfc 
Such is the story which 
comes, to u3 from Tapitawa. 
The 
lust: pjjQf 0f the massacre has, it is said, 
*3ei / arrested and taken to Honolulu, there 
*° < answer for his crime, but tke deed is 
' Jftnn, and hanging Kabu will not restore 
“uie thousand victims to lile. It is very 
n uch to be regretted that Christianity in the 
Line Islands should have been associated 
with so thoroughly unregenerate a perform- 
anceasthis. Infact theOldTcstament Jews 
never perpetrated a more ruthless slaughter, 
and the medio-val Christian Churoh can 
boast of few more sanguinary episodes. 
The massacre of the Albigenses seems to 
approach it most nearly, and it must be 
admitted that the doiugs of that Christian 
commander, the Duke of Alva, in the 
Netherlands, under the instructions of that 
Most Christian King, Philip the Second 
ef SpaiD, were not less thoroughgoing in 
their way, and were even more effectual in 
disposing of heretics. It is to be feared 
: that Kabu had been diving too deeply 
into Biblical and Christian history, and 
that he had fallen into the not altogether 
unnatural error of concluding that what 
had 
been done of 
old with the 
approval of Christian Churches might 
be repeated without blame. 
In judg­ 
ing his conduct it will therefore he 
proper to remember that his wholesale de­ 
struction of heretic islanders, however 
shocking it may seem to the modern ob­ 
server, would not always have been re­ 
garded as criminal or even as deplorable, 
while a few centuries ago he would quite 
possibly have been rewarded by canoniza­ 
tion for his zealous maintenance of the 
true faith. The moral of the event seems 
to be that when missionaries put the Bible 
into the hands of savages, they ought to 
instruct them that there are many things 
recorded in it which must not be taken for 
examples to be followed, and that the 
history of Christianity presents abundant 
instances of deeds which, though regarded 
at the time of their commission as praise­ 
worthy, are by no means iu accord with 
modern ideas of morality. 
THE FALL OF THE BiSIILE. 
The French continue to commemorate 
the 14th of July as the anniversary of the 
fall of the Bastile. It may be contended 
in seme broad and rude way that that event 
signalled the enfranchisement of the French 
people, hut the student of history cannot 
shut his eyes to the fact that this enfran­ 
chisement was worked out in the bloodiest, 
most destructive and circuitous ways, and 
that in fact the fall of the Bastile was the 
preface to a period of anarchy, crime, out­ 
rage and licentiousness, which no intelli­ 
gent Frenchman can look back upon with­ 
out horror and regret. The fall of the 
Bastile was not the uprising of a maddened 
people against intolerable wrongs. As a 
matter of fact the French masses had never 
had any experience of the Bastile. As a 
matter of fact the Government at that 
time was mild and paternal to the verge of 
impotence. The truth is that the fall of 
the Bastile was the first formal declaration 
of war against the existing social system 
which had been long in preparation. Fam­ 
ine had begun the work. The efforts of 
the King to reform the Government had 
removed the harriers which had previously 
repressed discontent. The ignorant aud 
savage multitude ascribed the royal mild­ 
ness aud liberalism to conscious guilt and 
weakness. The crimiual elements, as al­ 
ways at such times, mounted to the surface, 
and gave the popular movement its first 
sinister tendencies. The revolution be­ 
gan with robbery and pillage. It proceeded 
thence to murder ; [from murder to mas­ 
sacre ; from that to the overthrow of all 
government, all order ; thence to the sys­ 
tematization of mob despotism in the most 
hideous ways the world has ever seen. 
There were wrongs enough demanding re­ 
dress, but to say that they were redressed 
otherwise than by blind and furious vio­ 
lence, trampling and tearing everything 
about it, and simply changing the situa­ 
tion by extinguishing the ancient regime, 
is to ignore the plainest facts of history. 
The fall of the Bastile was not the com­ 
mencement of a revolution, but as Taiue 
says, of a “ dissolution. ” There was no 
intelligent purpose in that event. It was 


neither more nor less than the expression 
of a long smoldering animosity to the 
existing order of things. 
Of itself it 
meant nothing, and it led to nothing. Its 
significance in connection with the revolu­ 
tion, regarded as a whole, is no greater 
than that of the overthrow of the Ven­ 
dóme Column by the Communists in rela­ 
tion to the history of the Second Empire. 
It was not in the destruction of the Bastile 
that the monarchy fell. The signal fcr the 
revolution was really given in the call for 
the Constituent Assembly. The fall of the 
Bastile was a dramatic episode iu the 
movement, but it was followed by so awful 
and chaotic a state of things that it is im­ 
possible to ascribe to it the least healthy 
significance. 


SECRE0Y IN UNIVERSITY MANAGEMENT. 


GENERAL NEWS. 


LAST NIGHTS DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD- 
UNION. 


We have heretofore expressed the opin­ 
ion that the Regents of the California 
University have made a eeriou3 if not fatal 
mistake in keeping their proceedings from 
the public. We are glad to find that the 
Xation holds precisely similar views re­ 
garding the question of university manage­ 
ment. In an article censuring Yale for 
failing to publish annual reports of its con­ 
dition, it says : “ This is all wrong. A 
“ university is not a private trust id the 
“ largest and most solemn sense of the 
“ term. Xhtre is no class of trusts which 
“ the American people is more interested 
“ in seeing faithfully executed than college 
“ trusts. * * * No board of college 
“ trustees has any right to ask the public 
“ to believe that they are. doing all they 
“ can for the higher education with the 
“ funds at their disposal, without giving 
“ the proof of it every year iu black and 
“ white.” The Nation adds another con­ 
sideration which is of very great import­ 
ance, and which has peculiar significance 
in this State, where there arc so many 
very wealthy men, and where so few of 
these wealthy men have hitherto done 
anything for the higher education. 
It says : “ American colleges, unlike 
“ those of continental Europe, owe 
“ nearly all they have in the way of en­ 
" dowment to the munificence of individu- 
“ als. 
They must rely on them, too, in 
“ the main for their future expansion. The 
“ gifts of the State in this country to uni- 
“ versities are almost fatal gifts. But 
“ nothing does more to chill this muni- 
“ licence than secrecy. 
Moneyed men 
“ have to have their liberality and memory 
“ stimulated, and their interest excited 
“ and supplied with suggestions, by tre- 
“ quent reports, such as they can under­ 
sta n d , of what the colleges are doing 
“ and would like to do if they had the 
“ means. ' 1 There can be no doubt as to 
the truth of this. In such cases what is 
unknown is neglected. The university 
which keeps all its proceedings secret, and 
acts like a close corporation, has no right 
to complain if it is ignored both by the 
rich who might help it, and by the public 
who should send their sons and daughters 
to it. The fact that the California Uni­ 
versity is supported by the State may be a 
misfortune, but it would not «hut off all 
the avenues of private assistance to its 
funds if the institution was properly kept 
before the community. It is a mistake to 
suppose that universities do not require to 
he advertised. They cannot in fact live 
fully or satisfactorily without being adver­ 
tised. 
CHINESE EXODUS TO AUSTRALIA. 
Australia is threatened with a heavy 
Chinese immigration, consequent upon the 
ravages of famine in some of the northern 
provinces of the Celestial Empire. The 
Australians have had enough experience 
of John Chinaman in the past not to be 
at all enthusiastic over his advent in bulk, 
and a consternation has been caused by 
the event which is quite likely to find 
expression in hostile legislation. Driven 
by famine, however, the Chinese doubtless 
feel that they must go somewhere away 
from their own inhospitable country, and 
it will not be easy to keep them out if 
they can find means to pay their passages. 
The Australians have more room than most 
colonists for them, hut this does not in­ 
crease their appreciation of them. The 
case of John is certainly hard. He will 
starve to death if he does not emigrate, 
and when he does emigrate everybody 
repulses and tries to drive him away. 
Perhaps some day he will in his despera­ 
tion take to emigrating in snch swarms 
that it will cease to be possible to keep 
him out. 


Tlie Great Mining Suit. 
E u re k a , July 15th,—The nub of the great 
mining case has just been reached. The Rich­ 
mond rested its case at noon. The Albion, in 
rebuttal, offered documentary evidence as­ 
sailing the validity of the St. George patent. 
The Richmond objects. The question of the 
admissibility of this testimony is being ar­ 
gued this afternoon, and a great array of au­ 
thorities are being produced on either side. 
It is really the big fight of the contest, and 
goes to the very heart of the whole case. If 
the Judge allows the patent to he attacked in 
this proceeding, it is big odds that the Albion 
wins. If he should rule the other way, this 
will virtually end the case in favor of the 
Richmond. 
The Arab Insurrection. 
O ra n , July 15th.—Colonel Bonetere over­ 
took and attacked Chief Bou Amenas rear 
guard at Ain Medissa. Bou Amena contin­ 
ued his flight, leaving his wounded on the 
field. His force is estimated at 1,500 horse 
and 1,500 foot. The French continue in pur­ 
suit. 


T h e C om et D o u b le s U r.—The comet 
has been getting married or doubling up, 
or doing something mysterious. At any 
rate there are two traveling side by side. 
So say astronomers. About 10 o’clock, 
July 8 th, at the Cincinnati Observatory, 
Professor C. C. Wilson, the assistant of 
Professor Ormond Stone, was startled by 
the altered condition of the comet. He 
discovered that a jet had been thrown out, 
which was separated from the nucleus by 
a thin, dark line. Professor Wilson at 
once notified Professor Stone of the won­ 
derful phenomenon, aud together they ran 
to the telescope. This jet gradually 
formed into a distinct nucleus, and it was 
not long before two comets were visible— 
or rather the old one was double. The 
new comet is ranged directly above the old 
one, and was not visible tc the naked eye 
—in fact the whole was but dimly seen. 
Of the Biela comet expected in 1S65, but 
not found, it is written: “ The Biela 
comet, when first observed, January 12, 
1840, at the Washington Observatory, was 
divided into two distinct comets, each 
having coma, nucleus aud tail. The comet 
returned iu 1852, and at that time both 
the comets were traveling together, with 
singular interchanges of luster, first one 
and then the other showing the greater de­ 
gree of brightness. That was the last seen 
of the Biela comet, though it should have 
returned every sixth year, had it continued 
to exist.”

.New Y o rk , July 15th.—The Tribune says : 
A man who deliberately plans an assassina­ 
tion for five days before he makes the das­ 
tardly assault; who goes about examining 
arms, and when he has purchased a pistol 
weeks iu advance practices first at a board so 
as to improve his marksmanship ; who dogs 
his victim’s steps, following him one day to 
church, and selecting a perch where he can 
fire at him on the following Sunday; who 
watches for his man in a depot, on a street 
corner, and wherever he is likely to meet him, 
until at last he run3 him to earth, is eane 
enough in all conscience.

There is reason to believe 
that Chin I.an Pin and Young Hlng, the 
Embassadors to this country, have been su­ 
perseded by a new Minister, who is instruct­ 
ed to put a stop to the educational racket, 
and have all these connected with it, stu­ 
dents, instructors and attendants, sent back 
to China. The headquarters of the Commii - 
sion has always been in this city, where 
it owns a fine building for residence 
There are at least one hundred youug 
men in the country, about fifty heir.g in the 
various colleges, while the others are in pre­ 
paratory schools. They are picked boys of 
good families, have exhibited great aptitude 
for study, and have made themselves favorites 
everywhere. The abandonment of the cu 
terprise, if it is decided upon, will occasiou 
regret. It was originated by Yung Wing, 
himself a graduate of Yale, an ! one of the 
most Progressive Chinese statesmen of the 
age. He has resided in this country during 
the past ten years, aud with the sanction 
of his Government adopted the American 
dress, aud married an American wife, an in­ 
telligent lady of Avon, in this State. For 
several years he has been associated with 
Chin Lau Pin in charge of the Chinese Em­ 
bassy to this country. It is reported that: 
both these gentlemen are preparing to return 
to China, anil that the first b ys to be re 
turned will be those of the recently-formed 
school of telegraphy.

Several colored women made 
themselves conspicuous by shouting, while 
half a dozen fainted from the extreme heat. 
Gieen died in 11 minutes, but Hardin’s pulse 
beat fcr IS minures after the dre'p fell. This 
is the first judicial hanging that ever took 
place in this county. 
An Execution Slnyeil. 
S t. L o u is, July 15th.—Notwithstanding 
the fact that Chief Justice Sherwood yester­ 
day graDted a stay of execution in the cnee of 
Charles F. Kring, sentenced to he hanged to­ 
day, Circuit Attorney Harris sent instruc­ 
tions to Sheriff Mason this morning to pro­ 
ceed with the execution. The Sheriff consulted 
counsel and notified Mr. Harris that he de­ 
clined to recognize his authority in the mat­ 
ter. Opinion is somewhat divided as to 
whether Judge Sherwood had authority, un­ 
der the circumstances, to grant a stay or take 
any action at all iu the case. Public feeling 
is quite strong hero against Kring, and per­ 
haps a majority of the people wish to have 
him suffer the penalty of the law fcr the 
atrocious crime he committed.

CRIMINAL CASES. 


In the Superior Uourt yesterday Ah Hoy, 
alirs Ah Lee, was tried for burglary—enter­ 
ing the clothing store of Henry McCanD, on 
,1 street, between Sixth and Seventh, and 
stealing a pattern of cloth. He was found 
guilty of burglary in the second degree (act 
committed in the day time), and will take a 
trip to Folsom. The cases of John Dough­ 
erty and that of “ Baby” HoustoD, for grand 
larceny, were set for trial on the 19th instant. 
The case of the People vs. Charles Cole- 
hower, information for burglary, was tried 
and the defendant found not guilty, on the 
ground, as members of the jury afterward 
stated, that they did not think he intended 
to steal the saddle which he took at the time 
he entered the stables, but not finding his 
own there as expected, he then stole the sad­ 
dle in cuestión, and afterward traled it off. 
In response to an inquiry by some of the 
jury, the Court charged that if the jury be­ 
lieved that the defendant did not, at the 
time he entered the barn, intend to steal the 
saddle, then it would not be burglary, for to 
constitute burglary he must have had the 
intention to commit the crime at the time 
he entered. If he came to the conclusion to 
steal after he got into the barn, and did not 
find his own saddle, then that would he 
larceny and not burglary, and in that case 
they would have to find defendant not guilty 
of the charge upon which he was tried. The 
jury returned a verdict of not guilty. 
Ih e 
Judge, upon the verdict being announced, 
addressed pointed advice to the defendant 
to change his courte at once ; that he had 
twice escaped conviction, but that if he con­ 
tinued in the course which was indicated 
by his conduct in this case, in endeavoring to 
procure perjured testimony, he would cer­ 
tainly and almost immediately bring up in 
ihe State Prison, and be past the pale of all 
hopes of reformation,

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


Applications for Reduction of Railroad 
Assessments—Action Taken, 


The Board of Supervisors met yesterday 
as a Board of Equalization, all the members 
being prtsent except Mr. 
Bailey. The 
minutes of the last meeting were read and 
approved. 
E. B. Ryan, agent for the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, appeared before the 
Board in relation to the assessed value of 
main and leased lines of the company, as 
fixed by the State Board of Equalization, 
and submitted statements and evidence with 
a view to procuring reductions from the 
amounts so fixed. He asked first a cor sider- 
ation of the assessment made upon the Sac­ 
ramento and Placerviile Railroad, v.hich has 
been placed by the State Board at a total 
value of $297,529. 
F. B. Houston, Deputy Assessor, at the 
request of Mr. Ryan, was sworn, and testi­ 
fied that the value of tho lands included in 
the roadway of this iine, compared with the 
lands adjacent, was not to exceed $20 per 
acre upon an average. 
This he regarded 
would be a full cash value. 
C. Cadwsiader was swera and testified 
that he was familiar with the value of rail­ 
road bods and tracks; that he had been a 
civil engineer in the employ of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company for the past IS 
years, and had charge of construction of the 
greater part of the line between Sacramento 
and Rocklin: that the cash value of the 
S icrameuto and Placerville iine is not over 
81,000 per m ile; also that the rails of this 
road are all iron, and their value is not to ex­ 
ceed $3,500 per mile. This he was satisfied 
would be their full cash value. 
E. B. Ryan was sworn, and testified that 
the value of the rolling stock as apportioned 
far the county did nut exceed the turn of 
$975 per mile, 
lie also testified as to the 
value 
of 
the 
franchise 
of 
the 
road, 
stating that the company has not and 
never had any exclusive franchise or privi­ 
lege. That it is now, and for inore than ten 
years has been a corporation, duly organized 
and existing under the laws of the land, for 
the purpose oi constructing and operating 
railroads. That by such laws no exclusive 
privileges are granted, nor is any legislative 
consent necessary to the formation of a cor­ 
poration thereunder, with the saíne rights, 
privileges, powers and duties 3s are possessed 
by petitioner; that said franchise has been 
assessed at more than its actual value ; that 
on the first Monday in March, 1881, the 
actual value of said franchise did not exceed 
$25 ; nor has it at any time been of greater 
actual value; that tho actual cost of said 
franchise did not exceed $25, and that at ail 
times since the petitioner has had the same, 
a franchise equal in value, and conferring all 
the rights, privileges, powers and benefits pe­ 
titioner has, under said franchise, could be 
obtained in this State for a sum less than 
$2» 
J. V?. Houston, County ¿j-séesor, was 
called, and testified that hu had assessed the 
franchise to one railr* ^ in this c maty. plac­ 
ing the value of J,pe same at. $25. He be­ 
lieved that to D9 aj¡ the franchise was worth 
and its iPjt cash value. He based his esti­ 
mate rtpnn the co3t of procuring such fran- 
chité, and as any one oeuld procure the same 
tor the cost of drawing it up, which would 
not be.to exceed S25, he regarded that 33 its 
value. 
t 
Creed Haymond appeared before the Board 
and addressed it upon the subject of its juris­ 
diction to change the rate fixed upon rail­ 
roads by the State Board of Equalization, 
and claimed that the County Board had full 
jurisdiction and power over every individual 
assessment contained in the assessment roll of 
their county ; that under the decision of the 
Supreme Court, iu case of the Wells, Fargo k 
Co. against the State Board of Equalization, 
the Court had determined that the State 
Board had no jurisdiction over the individual 
assessment, but could only equalize assess­ 
ments as between counties; that it was 
within the province of the County Board to 
equalize between individual assessments ap­ 
pearing upon the assessment roll of the coun­ 
ty, and when the county roll was thus com­ 
pleted, then it was the duty of the State 
Board to equalize as between the various 
counties of '.he State. 
The Board then proceeded to consider the 
subject of reduction, and finally, upon a 
unanimous vote, reduced the assessment of 
the Sacramento and l’lacervilie Railroad 
from $297,500 to $193,375, 
Mr. Ryan then made application for a re­ 
duction upon the Amador Branch Railroad, 
which was a length of nineteen miles in Sac­ 
ramento, and was assessed by the State 
Board of Equalization at §193,800. 
The 
same witnesses were sworn and gave testi­ 
mony to the same effect as in relation to the 
previous road, making the actual value of 
the road about $4,350 per mile, or a total of 
about $83,000. After consideration by the 
Board a reduction was finally, upon motion, 
made from $193,800 to $100,000. 
Application was then made by Mr. Ryan 
for reduction upon the main line of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, 41 miles being within the county 
of Sacramento. The same witnesses were 
examined that were in regard to the pre­ 
viously considered roads. The value of the 
land covered by the roadway was stated not 
to exceed $20 per acre, as compared with the 
assessed value of lands adjacen*. 
The rate 
was approved by Assessor J. W. Houston, 
who also testified upon the subject. 
Charles Cadwalader testified that the road­ 
bed of this line in Sacramento county was 
worth about $2,500 per mile, and the rails, 
v hich were steel, have a cash value of about 
$5,200 per mile. In this estimate he made 
little or no allowance for the wear and tear 
from the several years’ u-e to which they 
have been subjected, from the fact that the 
road was still in good condition. 
C. A. Grow, Auditor of motive power and 
machinery department of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company and its leased lines, 
was sworn : He stated that he had held said 
position thirteen year?, and wa3 familiar with 
the value of the rolling stock of the road; 
that he had made an estimate of the true 
value of all the rolling stock of the company 
in this State, based upon the value of new 
stock, together with a knowledge of the pres­ 
ent condition of the stock of the company, 
and that the pro rata value per mile on the 
whole Central Pacific Railroad in the State, 
at a fair cash valuation, would not exceed the 
sum of $2,783 per mile. This made a total 
valuation for roadway, road bed, rails and 
rolling stock of §10,973 per mile. Mr. Ryan 
submitted a statement showing that the 
Union Pacific Railroad, which was a portion 
of this same overland route, was assessed in 
the State of Nebra-ka at $11,552. 
The Board after discussion of the subject 
finally reduced the rate from the amount 
fixed by the State Board to $13,500 per mile, 
making a total of $553,500 for the forty-one 
miles of the main line. 
No further business being before the Board, 
it then adjourned to 10 A. M. to day. 


K il l e d BY C a r s.— Manuel Memor, a Por­ 
tuguese, who has been for some time em­ 
ployed as section foremaD at Newcastle, was 
killed by cars near the Railroad Hospital, in 
this city, yesterday morning. Having been 
ill of late, he procured a permit to go tc th*

ing. Just before reaching tho Hospital he 
was awakened by conductor Willard, and 
getting np went out upon the platform, and 
apparently tried to jump off.

WITHOUT 
STEAM. 


A S to ry fo r Boys Ix cln slv ely , th is Tim e. 


Once upon a time a rich man built a 
school for boys, in which they might study 
surveying, engineering, mechanics and the 
sciences one needs to know to be a rail­ 
road man. 
This man began life as a train- 
boy, 
and 
steadily pushed 
his way 
up to be 
fireman, 
engineer, 
master- 
mechanic, 
and 
finally President of a 
railroad. 
He often said his own chance 
in life would have been better if he could 
have gone to school when a boy, and 
learned trom books about steam and en­ 
gines, levels, inclines and curves, before he 
undertook to tire a boiler or take a loco­ 
motive over the road. 
As it was, he got 
his education by hard knocks, heavy work 
on the engine’s foot-plate and weary toil in 
the machine-shop. So it happened ne built 
" the school close to 
the 
repair shops 
of 
the 
road 
of 
which 
he 
was 
President. 
He put good teachers and 
good 
books in the school, and then 
opened it, free, to the sons of the brake- 
incn, conductors, engineers, and other men 
employed on the line. 
In the school the 
boys were to study the science of the rail­ 
road and locomotive, and then, if they af­ 
terward went to work on the road, they 
would not have such a hard time as the 
train-boy who became President. 
Twice every year the President offered 
a W altham watch as a prize to the boy in 
th e school who should write the best com­ 
position on any subject connected with the 
things they had been studying, or anything 
in relation to engines or railroads. 
Tom Stayboltt, whose father was con­ 
ductor on the night express, had been in 
the school three years, and had tried 
live times for the prize, and lost it every 
time. 
Tom was 
regarded by all the 
scholars as the 
brightest boy in the 
school, 
lie stuttered in his speech, and 
his handwriting was as stiff as a switch- 
rod, yet he was always at the head of his 
class. 
You could never trip him on any 
knotty question as to whether the cyl­ 
inders were on the top of the boilers or 
under the tender. 
He knew the name 
and use of every bit of metal in an en­ 
gine, and it was believed by all the boys 
that he was a good engineer, and could 
take his father's train right through to the 
■J UUClion without running paet a red light 
or w aging steam on the down grades. 
The semi annual prize had beeA an­ 
nounced, and nearly* every boy in the 
school was busy over his composition. 
“ I-i-it’s uo use, b-b-boys; I shall not 
try for the p-p-prize. 
I can’t write, and I 
never can t-t-tell—tell what I know. 
If 
they would give a nrize for doing some­ 
thing, I think I might g-g-get—get it.” 
Tom was a great favorite !n the ««bool, 
and not one of the boys laughed at this 
speech. 
They were taught manners, as 
well as mechanics, in that school, and the 
boys well knew that what Tom said was 
true. 
They might write compositions aDd 
get prizes, but when it came to doing the 
things, why> Tom Stayboltt Would beat 
them all. 
The day of the prize-giving drew near, 
and every boy save Tom was hard at work 
over his composition. 
He bad tried five 
times, and each time the teachers had said 
bis composition was very bad indeed, with 
the wrong words, awkward sentences, and 
punctuation that was truly awful. 
Now 
it happened that the day before the prize 
was to be given a new locomotive arrived 
on the railroad, and stood, without wood 
or water, on the track of the rcpair-shop 
yard. I t had been hauled up on the freight 
train, and had never been used on the road. 
After school a number of the boys went 
over to the yard to see the new engine, and 
among them was Tom Stayboltt. 
It was a tirst-class passenger engine, 
built for high speed, and looking very 
handsome in its new paint and shining 
brass work. There were several men look- 
iug at the engine as the boys came up, and 
they gathered round to hear what might be 
said.

“ It is not the engine that moves,” said 
another man.” 
“ It is the wood or coal or 
w ater—the fuel and steam. 
If it were not 
for the fire and water inside it would never 
move at all. ” 
“ I can make her go without w-w-wood 
— wood or water.” 
This remark caused a laugh from the 
boys, and even the men smiled at the ab­ 
surd statement. 
One man came over to 
where Tom stood and said : 
“ How would you do that, my boy ?’’ 
“ I ’d rather n-u net—not tell.” 
“ Why not ?” 
“ because In-n-nevert-t-tried—tried it.” 
“ Oh, you mean you think you could, 
but you have never proved your theory by 
experiment.” 
“ Y-y-yes—yes, sir.” 
The men and boys became wonderfully 
interested iu this conversation, for it was 
clear that Tom Stayboltt knew what he 
was talking about. 
“ Do you belong to the Railroad School?” 
“ Y-y-yes—yes, sir.” 
“ You mean to try for the 
prize, I 
suppose ?” 
“ No, sir. My handwriting is as crooked 
a3 a r-r-ram’s h-h-born—ram’s horn.” 
After that nothing more of importance 
was said, and the boys, having looked over 
the engine to their heart’s content, went 
home. 
The next day at 10 o’clock the entire 
school was marched into the lecture-room 
of the school building to see the prize 
watch given by the President to the boy 
who had written the best composition. All 
the teachers were there, together with the 
fathers and mothers of the boys, visitors 
and people connected with the railroad. 
This prize-giving was regarded as a great 
event along the line, and every man, from 
engine-wipers to directors, wauted to be 
on hand to see whose son carried off the 
prize. 
At 10:15, railroad time, the Presi­ 
dent and the honorable Directors, with 
their wives and daughters, marched in 
and took seats on the platform, while 
ail the boys stood up as a m atter of respect 
to the founder of the school. 
It was al­ 
together quite a grand and ceremonious 
aflair, and was, for the boys, an impressive 
occasion. 
IV hen the directors and the 
ladies were seated, the boys sat down. 
Then there was a speech from the head­ 
master, followed by one from a director, 
and one from the President’s wife. 
Then 
it came the Presidents turn to give out the 
prizes. 
All the compositions, neatly tied 
up in red tape, were laid on the desk, and 
when he stood up he brushed them all one 
side, as if he did not care much for com­ 
positions. 
His speech w as short and very 
peculiar : 
“ Ladies and gentlemen, and boys of the 
school : I have carefully read all the com­ 
positions, and, while I thm k they are all 
excellent, I have decided that this time 
the chance to win the prize shall be open 
to those who did not write a composition.” 
This was a great surprise, and the boys 
wondered how this was to be done. 
They 
knew the President was a just and honor­ 
able man, and would do nothing unfair; 
so they accepted w hat he said in silence, 
though those who had w ritten the com­ 
positions were, of course, somewhat disap­ 
pointed. 
“ I estcrday,’ continued the President, 
“ I heard one of the boys say he could run 
a locomotive envme without wood or water. 
If he can do it, he shall have the prize. 
Is 
the boy present ?” 
There was a solemn hush in the room. 
Everyone looked about, and wondered if 
the audacious and foolish boy was there. 
Of course it could Dot be done, and the 
President had taken this means to punish 
him for his vain and idle boasting. 
As for Tom Stayboltt, he felt ready to 
nk throngh the floor. 
Something must 
be done about it, and in a moment he stood 
up and said, in a clear, manly voice : 
“ 1 said so, s ir; and if you will give me 


the engine, and Jerry Smith’s Mogul, I ’ll 
do it.” 
The sudden appearance of little Tom 
Stayboltt, pale and yet calm, and the clear 
voice without a defect, caused a great 
sensation, and everyone turned in wonder 
to look at him. 
Some of the ladies wanted 
to know what the boy meant by “ Jerry 
Smith’s Mogul,” and the gentleman with 
them explained that it was a heavy freight 
engine of the “ M ogul” pattern run by 
Mr. J. Smith. 
The President called Tom up to the plat­ 
form, and for a moment or two there was 
a whispered conversation between Tom, 
the head master of the school, and the 
President. 
Everyone looked on with the 
greatest 
interest, and 
wondered what 
would happen next. 
Tom seeni3 to have convinced the two 
gentlemen that he knew exactly what he 
was talking about, for the President smiled 
and shook Tom by the hand, and then 
stood up and said to all the people : 
“ When I heard Master Stayboltt say 
yesterday afternoon he could run the en­ 
gine, I resolved to give him a chance. 
1 
therefore ordered a train to be got ready, 
and I now invite the school and all their 
friends to go to the statim . 
W e will take 
the engine out on the line, and Master 
Stayboltt shall try for the prize by running 
the engine a mile without wood or water. 
The engine has never been used, except on 
its trial trip, and there is not a quart of 
water in the boiier or tank, nor a pound of 
coal or so much as a match, on the tender.” 
The proposal was received with the 
greatest enthusiasm, and the entire com­ 
pany, ladie3 and 
gentlemen, teachers, 
boys and all marched down to the station 
and took a train of cars they found all 
ready for them.

W ater 
is put in the boiler and a fire is made in 
the furnace, precisely as in a tea-kettle on 
a stove. The water boils in the tea-kettle, 
and we see the steam escape. 
In the en­ 
gine the steam is locked in and cannot cs- 
eajk?, and very soon it becomes crowded, 
and if still kept locked in it will burst the 
boiler. 
Before this can happen the engi­ 
neer opens a valve and permits the steam 
to enter two oblocg iron boxes, called the 
cylinders. 
Here it meets a piece of metal, 
called the piston, that fits the inside of the 
cylinder pretty closely. It cannot get past, 
and so it pushes the piston away to the 
other end of the cylinder. 
As soon as this 
happens the valves close of their own ac­ 
cord, and the steam escapes into the open 
air with a puff. Then the steam enters the 
other end of the cylinder, and drives the 
piston back again. 
Iu this manner the 
steam pushes the piston to and fro as 
it tries to escape from the boiler. 
Now 
there is a rod fastened to the piston, and 
passing through the end of the cylinder. 
Each cylinder has one, and these are con­ 
nected by means of other rods with the 
great wheels of the locomotive. 
You now 
see that the piston, driven forward and 
backward, moves the wheels, and thus it 
is the escaping steam moves the engine. 
These rods you can see ontside the engine ; 
the piston and the valves arc inside, out of 
sight. 
Now the air is elastic, like steam, 
and it may be used in any engine in place 
of steam. 
If air is pumped into a tight 
box like a boiler, it may bo locked up, 
or compressed, and if it were to go on 
pumping, we 
might 
burst the 
boiler 
with compressed air. 
Master Stayboltt

when an empty engine is dragged along 
the rails by another engine, as happened 
on our ride out here, the wheels will 
turn round, and these move the rods 
and the pistons, and each cylinder works 
like a pump.

Go over your trees many times. 
I >on’t try to pick all at once. 
If green, 
you lose weight. 
If too ripe, it is spoiled 
for canning. 
The proper condition for 
apricot, plnm, peach and nectarine is when 
fully matured, but before softening. 
Use 
shallow boxes. 
Shakes make good boxes 
and are cheap. 
Above all, bring to the 
cannery, or eend to the market, at the 
earliest possible moment after picking. 
It is not too late to thin out some fruit. 
Trees that overbear do not yield m arketa­ 
ble fruit.”

THE WHOLE LENGTH 
Of the road from Longchamps to the 
Champs Elysees it was impossible for the 
horses to trot at all. 
The carriages were 
five abreast, and when they did not move 
slowly they were at a standstill, so great 
the crowd and so urgent were the precau­ 
tions to prevent accidents. 
Gensdarmes 
were stationed at nearly every crossing in 
the road, and were actively employed in 
directing the different carriages, making 
openings for the foot passengers to cross 
over, allowing bnt one lice of vehicles sta­ 
tioned on the road, and maintaining strict 
order everywhere. 
Not a single accident 
was recorded, and in spite of the immense 
affluence of people everything passed off in 
the most charming and satisfactory manner. 
In fact no one understands managing 
crowds better than the French do ; besides 
no crowds are ever seen as orderly and as 
sober. 
I neglected to say that the race of 
the grand prix was made in three minutes 
and fifteen seconds.

Human vivisection, 
pursued 
for 
its 
beneficent purpose, is a difficult and dan­ 
gerous practice. 
Is requires the most 
accurate and thorough knowledge of the 
organization of the human body, and ex­ 
tensive experience in working upon it. 
In 
its earlier stages, when little was known of 
the living system, it was a dreadful bar­ 
barism, a manipulation of torture, and, in 
serious cases, more liable to injure than to 
benefit. 
The province of surgery has ever 
depended upon knowledge and experience, 
and it has become successful in proportion 
as knowledge has increased and the oppor­ 
tunities of practice have been enlarged. 
Modern surgery has advanced with the 
most rapid strides, and at every step lias 
made humanity its debtor. 
And this, 
also, everybody knows. 
Yet, from the beginning, men have com­ 
bined to hinder the development of this 
art upon which so much of human welfare 
depends, 
For thousands of years the dis­ 
section of the uead humad body—the only 
source of knowledge to the surgeon—was 
held a horrible thing by the multitude, 
was denounced as sacrilege by the Church, 
and was forbidden by the State. 
In recent times it has been discovered 
lhat there is a unity of method and law 
running throngh all forms of organic life, 
such as was never suspected in former ages. 
This was a great step in the progreEB of 
science, and a great opening for the physi­ 
cian and surgeon, as the whole realm of 
inferior life was at once made tributary to 
the development of the physician’s art— 
th at is, the human vivisector, who had 
been hitherto greatly cramped and embar­ 
rassed by the difficulties and limited scope 
of his operations, could now carry on his 
inquiries more thoroughly and comprehen­ 
sively by experiments upon the lower ani­ 
mals. 
I t was a grand possibility, and, 
broadly considered, forms the most impor­ 
tant step in the progress of medical and 
surgical science and art. 
Bnt, here again, ignorance and prejudice 
have, even in our day, combined to hinder 
the use and extension of knowledge vital 
to human benefit. 
As the human body 
was once forbidden to be dissected, so now 
it is forbidden to vivisect the lower ani­ 
mals. Anti-vivisection societies are formed, 
and anti-vivisection legislation is sought 
and has been obtained to defeat the work 
of the experimental physiologist. 
The 
anti-vivisectionists express great sympathy 
for the poor dumb animals, and assume to 
be their protectors. 
The sympathy is 
commendable, the function 
assumed a 
most proper one, and the field for the exer­ 
cise of both boundless, so that these friends 
of the suffering animals can exhaust all 
their energies in protective work, without 
meddling with the physiologists.—[Popu­ 
lar Science Monthly.

ROSSINI’S 
RECIPES 
FOR 
OVERTURES. 


The Voltaire publishes a letter written 
by Rossini, or, at all events, attributed to 
Rossini, on the subject of the difficulties 
attending overtures, and the proper mode 
of remedying them. 
The document takes 
the form of a reply to a young musician 
who had consulted the maatro. 
It runs 
as follows : 
“ General and invariable rule: 
Do not compose the overture beiore the 
very eve of the first representation. N oth­ 
ing produces inspiration so lunch as neces­ 
sity, the inciting presence oi the copyist 
who is awaitn-o yonr work strip by strip, 
and the terrifying sight of a despairing 
manager tearing out his hair by the roots. 
The real chefs d'muvrt have never been 
composed under other circumstances. 
Iu 
Italy, in my day, managers were all bald 
before they were thirty. 
“ First Recipe—I composed the overture 
to ‘ Othello’ in a littie room in the Babaja 
Palace, in which the most ferocious and 
baldest of managers shut me up, with 
macaroni a i'tau, and the threat that he 
would only let me out alive if provided 
with the iast note of the said overture. 
“ Second Recipe—I composed the over­ 
ture to the ‘ L zza Ladra,’ not on the eve, 
but on the very day of the first representa­ 
tion, in the * flies’ oi the La Seala Theater, 
at Milan, whither the manager, a worthy 
rival of Babaja, had relegated me under 
the guard of four machinists. 
These 
four 
wretches 
were 
ordered 
to 
throw 
down 
my 
work, 
sheet 
by 
sheet, to copyists who sat below in the 
body of the theater, transcribing, and 
sending the manuscript bit by bit to the 
cite/ d'or chatre, who had it rehearsed. 
If 
a due amount were not forthcoming, the 
barbarians in question were directed to 
throw me in propria penona to the copy­ 
ists. 
“ Third Recipe 
I did better in the case 
of the overture to ‘ II Barbiere,’ which I 
did not compose at all, having made use of 
the overture to ‘ Elisabetta, an excessively 
geria opera, instead of the one w ritten for 
the above equally bujfa piece. 
The public 
seemed delighted by the substitution. 
“ Fourth Recipe—I composed the over­ 
ture, or, more properly speaking, the m u­ 
sical introduction, to the ‘Comte Ory ’ 
while fishing in company with M. Aguado, 
who never ceased talking to me the whole 
time about Spanish finances. 
“ Fifth Recipe—I composed the over­ 
ture to ‘Guillaume Tell,’ under somewhat 
analogous circumstances, in some rooms on 
the Boulevard Montmartre, which were 
filled night and day with a posse of fellows 
smoking, drinking, talking, singing and 
bellowing in C!V ears, whiie I was w orking 
away with might and main. 
“ Sixth Recipe—I never composed any 
overture at all for ‘Moise,’ which is the 
easiest way of all, and was followed by 
my good friend Meyerbeer for ‘ Robert le 
Diable,’ and the ‘ Huguenots,’ as well as, 
so they say, for the ‘ Prophete.’”—[Galig-

postal telegraphs of other countries, which 
have been quick to shed the blessings of 
an American invention upon their citizens, 
under the protection afforded by Govern­ 
ment control. 
Among the first to adopt 
this system was the Government of Bel­ 
gium, where, March 15, 1851, it was estab­ 
lished with a tariff of two and one-half 
francs for tw enty words within a radius of 
seventy-five kilometers, or fifty cents for a 
distance of forty-six and one-half miles, 
and five francs for a distance above sev­ 
enty-five ¡kilometers. 
The 
“ registered 
system ” was adopted here by which the 
sender, upon payment of a double fee, was 
provided with an exact copy of the mes­ 
sage delivered to his correspondent, to­ 
gether with the exact time of the delivery. 
In 1878 the tariff had been reduced to a 
fraction over eight cents for each twenty 
words, and the receipts from this source 
amounted to 8426 253 84. 
The next year, 
December 5, 1852, Switzerland adopted 
the system with the following tariff : for a 
message of twenty words, one franc; over 
twenty and under fifty, two francs ; above 
fifty, three francs. 
In this country, al­ 
most from the very first, the receipts 
showed a large surplus over expenditures, 
and this was augmented in 1858, when the 
tariff was reduced to one-half a franc for 
tw enty words—a uniform rate. 
In 1879 
the receipts amounted to §400,763 04 ; ex­ 
penses, §314,893 39. 
About the eame 
time the system was introduced in France, 
where it proved a complete success from 
the first. 
In 1877 the French tariff was a 
fraction over sixteen cents for twenty 
words, and the receipts from this source 
were S3,203,800. 
Then followed Russia, 
Germany, Sweden, Italy, New Zealand 
and other countries, with the most gratify­ 
ing results in each case. 
Great Britain, 
usually so quick to adopt reforms in the 
postal service, and to which Government 
we are indebted for various improvements 
in our service—the postage-stamp, money- 
order, postal-car, carrier-system, postal- 
card, etc.—was the last of the European 
countries to establish the system. 
Previ­ 
ous to its introduction there, the Chambers 
of Commerce memorialized Parliament in 
favor of the measure, alleging that they 
“ had reason to complain not only of the 
high rates charged by existing companies 
for the transmission of messages, of fre­ 
quent and vexatious delays in the delivery, 
and of the inaccurate rendering, but that 
many important towns, and even whole 
districts, are un3upplied with the means of 
telegraph communication.”—[Popular Sci­ 
ence Monthly.

to warm the feet or hands of a sick 
person with a bottle of hot water or 
a brick. 
The sand holds the heat a long 
time, and the bag caji be tucked up to the 
back without hurting the invalid.

San Francisco, July 14,1S81. 
The excitem ent of last week and the several days’ 
holiday reduced activity in trade, though a fair 
record was in vie and the Clearing-house shows a 
gain of nearly 50 per c nt. over ¡the like week for 
3880. This, eays the Jo u rn a l o f Commerce, “ in 
itself, speaks volumes f >r‘the state of trade, and 
though no one anticipates anything like this during 
thii fill, still we venture to predict th at the volume 
of business will show an mercase of fully 3 0 jrer 
cent. 
In the m atter of price there has been very 
little to note since our last. 
Imports have been 
very light, entries r t the Custom-house equaling 
$207,690, composed principaUylof entr.es for vessels 
already arrived. 
This does not include the vessels 
arriving yesterday. 
Exports have been of fair 
volume, and in fact heavy considering the period of 
th e y e a i.” The dry goods trade for the half year 
ju st closed has been very good. The drug m arket 
tends downward, groceries firm, tobacco and cigars 
active, w ith prospect of being heavy, for the fall 
laying in of stock has already begun. The produce 
m arket is under the influence of low prices. 
Wheat 
aales are quite numerous. As to wheat the Price 
C urrent tem arks : 
“ We will most surely have a 
million tons this year to sh ip ; we have now 418,173 
tons for w hich there were no ships on the first of 
Ju ly , a total of almost a million and a half tons of 
w heat, needing 750 two-tliousand-tcu ships, or ves* 
«els of 1,500 tons register each to carry it. 
We can 
give good employ merit to all these vessels, and 
should hive them here.” Demand for money is 
fair, wheat loans «an be had at ogrS.JlO per cent, 
from the bank, and \Q<al2 per cent, from outsider;*. 
Keai estate leans are made at7'«/l2 per cent, mainly.

STORMY MEETING OF THE WORKINGMEN.

F u a sc isc o , Ju ly 15th.—The cross­ 
examination of Judge Irvine wa? suspended 
yesterday afternoon to take the testimony of 
J . O’li. Gann, Secretary of the Piacerville 
and Sacramento Itailroad. 
M r. Gunn was sworn and testified that E l 
Dorado county owned no stock in the rail­ 
road : th at there had been no resolution of 
the Board of Directors authorizing Judge 
SanderBon to write a certain letter oiieriug 
jrtain propositions; that no meeting of the 
Directors had been held in regard to the prof* 
ositions contained. 
Counsel not being able to agree upon cer­ 
tain questions about bonds of the company, 
the witness was excused, to be called again. 
V,r. H . Brown, a commission merchant re­ 
siding a t Shingle Springs, stated that since 
the suspension of the road he had to ship his 
goods, amounting to about 200 tons per 
month, to Folsom instead of Shingle Springs. 
The difference of the present rates and the 
way hy rail differed about S3 50 to SI per 
ton. 
The discontinuance of the road had a 
very disastrous effect on the farmers, lumber 
dealers, etc. 
The fruit-growers were almost 
demoralized, u»t knowing how to realize any 
amonnt. 
Some of them stopped planting. 
T he effect upon the fiu it crop would be about 
one-half a total loss. 
H a said that two-thirds 
of the county of E l Dorado received their sup­ 
ply by that line. 
The price of property at 
present was very bad, and real estate had 
depreciated one-third in value iu the South­ 
ern part of the county. 
If the road was not 
operated during the present year it would 
probably result iu a loss of $200,000 to the 
people in that section. 
Mr. Brown offered 
to lease the road and put it in running oper­ 
ation within twenty-five days, provided the 
trestlework of the road was not worse than 
sup posed. 
He stated th at he made the prop­ 
osition not so much on his own account as 
for the benefit th at would accrue to the peo­ 
ple in having the road In operation. 
G ; >rge E. Williams, Judge ol the Superior 
C ourt of E l Dorado county, then testified 
before the Commission, corroborating the 
statem ents of Mr. Brown in regard to the 
general ir.iury sustained by the people by the 
su -cnsioa of the railroad, and stating that 
three-fourths of the residents were affected. 
H e also stated th at the mails were received 
very irregularly on account of the suspension. 
J . H. Miiler, a farm er and stock-raiser of 
Latrobe, testified that before the suspension 
of the road the freight from Latrobe to Sac­ 
ramento had been 15 cents ;>er 100 pounds, 
while it now costs him about 40 cents, an in­ 
crease of about 21 cents. 
He had been com­ 
pelled to close his hotel for w ant of patron­ 
age, as no more people arrived there since tbs 
suspension of the road. 
There was a large 
amount of lumber lying in the neighborhood 
which could not be transported, and in gen­ 
eral he ccrr borated the statem ents made by 
other witnesses as to the damage inflicted 
upon the residents of that section by the sus­ 
pension of the road. 
The Board adjourned until 10 o’clock this 
morning.

• B am F r a n c isc o, Ju ly 15th.—The Board 
m et at 10 o'clock this morning, all the Com 
missioners present, and I ’resident Cone in the 
chair. 
The m atter of the petition of E! Dorado 
county to compel the resumption of business 
ou the Sacramento and I’lacerville Itailroad 
was again resumed. 
The testimony of A. J . Adams, a merchant 
of Latrobe, was taken, corroborating the evi­ 
dence of other residents of E! Dorado county 
who testified yesterday afternoon. 

B. W right, Superintendent of the Sac­ 
ram ento and Placerville Itailroad, was sworn, 
and examined by Mr. Cadwalader a3 to the 
removal of the frog leading from ths main 
line to the branch line—the Sacramento and 
I ’lacerville Itailroad.

lie no break in the main line and to get his 
tr .ins out of the way of the Receiver of the 
branch line.

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC AMD THE ATCHISON, 
TOPEKA AMD SANTA EE. 
A. N. Towne and wife, and J . C. Stubbs 
and wife, have arrived in the city from a trip 
to New Mexico and Arizona, where the gen­ 
tlemen went some tim e ago to make some 
business arrangements on behalf 
of the 
Southern Pacific with the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad, Mr. Towne and Mr. 
Stubbs were extensively interviewed by rt- 
piorters as to the success of their efforts, and 
to your correspondent Mr. Stubbs answered 
th a t a satisfactory 
settlem ent had been 
effected between the Southern Pacific and the 
Atchison-Topeka Hue regarding freight and 
pa-senger traffic in Arizona. 
By the terms 
agreed upon the Southern Pacific leases to 
the Atchison and Topeka road running priv 
¡leges over their line from Deming to Ben­ 
son ; but so í ir as traffic is concerned it will 
be as separate and distinct as if the Atchison 
and Topeka had their own road. 
I t was sim­ 
ply a satisfactory settlement of the question 
whether it was better for both companies to 
run parallel roads through th at section of 
country, than to compete for a trade not suf 
ficient to pay the running expenses of either. 
T he lease has been signed, and cars of the 
Atchison and Topeka Company may be ex 
pected to be running into Benson within the 
next two months. Mr. Stubbs told the report* r 
further th at the Atchison and Topeka will 
build to the Sonora line from Benson, where 
it will connect with the Sonora Railroad, 
which is now being constructed from Guay- 
mas to the northern boundary of the State of 
Sonora. 
THE WORKINGMEN. 
The W orkingmen’s Municipal Convention 
had an exceedingly stormy session last night, 
and had it not been for the foresight of the 
presiding officer in appointing an unusually 
large number of Sergeants -at-Arms to preserve 
a semblance of order there wonld have been 
numerous fights, as the opposing factions 
were hitter in the<r harangues and very sug­ 
gestive in their actions. 
The trouble arose 
from the hot contest between the Desmond 
cohorts and the antis. 
Desmond is a candi­ 
date for Sheriff, and in order to have any 
show for election he must get the indorse­ 
m ent of both W orkingmen and Democrats, 
because if both parties have a candidate 
Sedgwick, the Republican nominee for that 
office, will have an easy going thing of it. If 


nominated by the WorkingmeD, Desmond 
confidently expects to be indorsed by the 
Democrats, hence his strong fight. 
B ut he 
has many bitter enemies in the ward clubs, 
from several of which delegates opposed to 
him were sent to the M unicipal Convention. 
His friends, however, got up the customary 
contests against these delegations, and last 
night the contestants from all the ward 
clubs, except in one instance, were allowed 
seats in the Convention, and the others 
ousted.

Kearney is never heard of in the W orking­ 
men’s party now adays; and if ever a man 
waB buried under a structure he reared, DenL 
is that individual. 
ILLEGAL DESTRUCTION OF FISH. 
The Fiih Commissioners 
are receiving 
many complaints againBt the destruction of 
fish in brooks, creeks and likes in the State, 
by persons whosa piratical ways leave noth­ 
ing in the way of fish in waters where they 
depredate. These pirateB use several kinds 
of drug3 which poison the waters, and giant 
powder which kills everything in rang?. 
Streams once grod fishing grounds in M aiin, 
Sonoma, San M ateo and Santa Clara coun­ 
ties have been almost cleaned out of fish by 
these fellows. 
Several years ago a gentleman 
living near a fine brook in San Mateo county 
th at had been cleared of trout by giant pow­ 
der fishermen got the Fish Commissioners 
to stock it with brook trout. 
The adventure 
succeeded admirably, and for a year or 
two the fish multiplied till they afforded 
excellent sport. 
This cid not last long, for 
the giant powder man came along, and what 
he did not succeed in killing the poison fiend 
obtained w ith his drugs. 
W hat made the 
m atter worse W3s the fact th at the fellows 
who did the work were mostly residents in 
the vicinity of the brook. 
Pirates from the 
city would have been guarded against, but no 
idea was entertained th at the countrymen 
themselves would perpetrate so barbarous an 
act, and they were not looked after. 
That 
brook has not been restocked the second time, 
and will ro t be until people living around it 
learn th at giant powder aad poisons are not 
proper fishing implements. 
The above is but 
one instance out of many where the efforts of 
the Fish Commissioners have been made val­ 
ueless hy vandals, and the B iard is getting 
tired of these proceedings ; and if the piracies 
are not stopped, the stocking and restocking 
of fishing grounds iu the future will be con­ 
fined to localities where some respect will be 
paid to the laws of decency and of the State. 


THE USUAL DEMOCRATIC SPLIT. 
The usual split in the city Democracy oc­ 
curred this evening, the M anhattan Club de­ 
ciding to organize a bolting Convention next 
Monday evening, composed of their candi­ 
dates at the recent primary. 
There is no rea­ 
son to suppose th at the break will be more 
formidable than generally occurs on similar 
occasions. 
STOCKS. 
The stock m arket is in a decidedly unset­ 
tled condition, and variations in prices, small 
in amount though large in ratio, have been 
the rule since Monday ; the general trend of 
values, however, being downward. 
The pub­ 
lic, from appearances, are not buyers, as a 
few orders to buy or sell raises or depresses 
any etock dealt in. 
The belief entertained 
by the street that there is a long season of 
assessments and dead work ahead has a very 
depressing effect at present. 


THE WHEAT MARKET. 
The recent spurt in the wheat m arket ¡3 
apparently over. 
The session r f the Produce 
Exchange to-day wa< quiet, but few sales be­ 
ing made public. 
The scarcity of available 
tonnage is a drawback to any activity in the 
spot market, but there is a lively movement 
in the interior, and producers have no diffi­ 
culty in selling desirable parcels on a basis of 
51 •l-’.J here, or even batter for select lots. 
About 37,500 tons, good for wheat, is either 
fully or overdue, the loading of which has for 
the most part been secured a t current rates. 
MONET MARKET. 
Money in very plentiful, and no difficulty 
is experienced in obtaining loans on good se­ 
curity at 8 and 10 per cent, from commercial 
banks or capitalists ; while 5 per cent, on 
prime security ¡3 considered high for call 
loans. 
The demand from the interior has 
been somrwhat greater lately on account of 
movement of crops, but every requirement 
has been fully met. 
The low price of stocks 
and tie narrow margins allowed by brokers 
has cnt off the demand from th at quarter. 
There 
is considerable building going on 
throughout the city, and in consequence an 
increased want of money ; but the loans are 
m stly small, which are readily obtained at 
the savings banks. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
The la°t steamer from Australia brought 
about §100,000 in gold. 
Steps have been taken to reorganize the 
Blue and Gray Legion. 
The Mining Bureau has removed its mu­ 
seum to H ayw ard’s building. 
Senator Miller, in a letter to his brother, 
declines a public reception on his return to 
'h e city. 
The proposed plan of reception 
has therefore been abandoned. 
During the four weeks ending .Tune lGth, 
twelve vessels sailed from Sydney and New­ 
castle, A ustralia, wi-h the bulk of 20,000 
tons of coal for San Francisco. 
Sheriff Desmond has filed with the Board 
of Supervisors his annual report, showing 
that §41,781 02, collected as fees in the Su­ 
perior Court D epartm ent during the past 
fiscal year, have been paid into the city treas­ 
ury. 
There were 3,000 postal notices sent out. of 
the Tax Collector’s offino Tnursday, notifvi 
ail persons whose names commence with R 
and A to appear at the office and settle their 
personal property tax for the year, the tame 
being now due and payable.
